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Royal visit shows county's Serbian connection

There's a king buried in Lake County. 
And last weekend, a prince, a princess and 
the man who would be king flew in to 
visit the site of the grave that could be the 
greatest symbol of their people's tie with 
the adopted country of America. 

Perhaps, while driving down Milwaukee 
Avenue you've passed the site where Peter 
n, the last sitting king of Yugoslavia, is 
buried. The king was laid to rest at the 
Serbian Eastern Orthodox monastery on 
the north end of Libertyvillc. Before 
noting the king's ties to America in a 
visit Saturday, the Serbian royal family 
first held a memorial service for the king's 
brother^ Prince Andrej. His final resting 
spot is up the road a bit, on Route 45 in 
Third Lake, 

No joke. Real royalty. Here. 

Although many residents may not know 
it, Lake County has for decades been a 
spiritual center in more ways than one for 
ethnic Serbs from Yugoslavia. When the 
Serbian Eastern Orthodox Church 
established its first headquarters outside 
Yugoslavia in the 1920s, it was in 
Libcrtyville. Today, an estimated 65,000 
Serbs live in Lake County out of about 
300,000 in the greater Chicagoland area, 
and attend some 10 Eastern Orthodox 
churches in the county. The head bishops 
for North America of the two branches of 
the Serbian Eastern Orthodox Church — 
recently merged — are still based in Lake 
County. 

And the royals' low-fanfare visit over 
the weekend demonstrated the strong tics 
the area still has with some grand 
European history. 

In ceremonies at two area religious 
centers, Third Lake's Monastery of the 
Most Holy Mother of God and 
Libcrtyvillc's St. Sava Monastery, the 
tone was reverent and mournful, since the 
royals had flown in to participate in 
Orthodox traditions commemorating the 
dead. Crown Prince Alexander, his cousin 
Prince Vladimir and Vladimir's mother 
Princess Eva Maria wore black as local 
clergy blessed the graves of their kinsmen. 

And although the royal family members 
stressed there were no political overtones 
to their visit, ihey acknowledged that the 
continuing civil war between Serbs, 
Croatians and other ethnic groups in 
Yugoslavia added to the sadness of the 
day.

"The purpose of today was to come an 
say a memorial service" for deceased 
relatives, said Crown Prince Alexander. 
"Today is not a political day. 

"But we are said also tx^use we want 
peace in our country," Alexander added. 

About 150 local Serbian- Americans 
joined the royal family in the 
commemorations of parastosis, an post- 
Easter rite when Easter Orthodox 
Christians pray for the dead. 

The Third Lake monastery, a striking 
replica of^the Gracanica monastery in 
southern Serbia, is in particular "a symtx)! 
of hope for the Serbian people, because it 
represents freedom of religion and 
democracy," Prince Alexander said. "And 
it is also a meeting point in America for 
Serbs outside Yugostavia." 

You didn't even know Yugoslavia had a 
king? It doesn't, really, or hasn't since the 
Nazis blitkricged Belgrade on Easter 
Sunday 1941 and Peter II fled, eventually 
settling in London. After the war, the 
communist dictator Tito took the counUy 
into his iron grip and barred the royal 
family from returning. Peter 11 died in the 



United States in 1970, when his brother 
Andrej became crown princc-in-exilc, 
Andrej died in 1990 and the title of crown 
prince passing to Peter's son Alexander. 

But although the royal family known as 
Karadjcordjeovich has been off the throne 
for nearly 50 years, they retain a high 
stature among Serbs. And with the chaos 
of the current civil war — and the apparent 
lack of a leader who can unite the 
country — some Serbs in Serbia and 
Montenegro have suggested that bringing 
back the crown might help matters. 

"These people, by accident of their 
birth, might have been a footnote to 



history," said Sava Vojcanin, a Chicago 
attorney and adviser of the late Prince 
Alexander. "But because of the political 
situation (in Yugoslavia), they become 
more than a footnote." 

The church leaders from Lake County 
have pbyed an active role in the search for 
peace in Yugoslavia, as well. 
Mctropalilan Iriney of the Thu-d Lake 
monastery raised funds to buy three 
mobile hospitals to aid the suffering in 
Yugoslavia and has personally overseen 
relief efforts in the country. 

With Metropalitan Christopher of St 
Sava of Libcrtyville, Iriney left this week 
representing Serbian orthodox in North 
America at an annual gathering of church 
leaders. 

The Serbs at Saturday's events 
categorically criticized American media 
reports on the Yugoslav civil war for 
painting Serbs as the villains in the 
conflict. 

For Vadmila and Zorica Jovanovic, 
sisters who attend Libcrtyville High 
School, their lives take place in Lake 
County but their minds are often on the 
civil war that is tearing apart their land of 
their ancestors. The Jovanovics said they 
are disappointed that most of their 
classmates at Libcrtyville High arc not 
aware of the Yugoslav war. 

Growing up in a consciously Serbian- 
American community has given the 
Jovanovics an identity separate from being 
American, the sisters said. 

"I was bom in America, but I definitely 
don't consider myself American." said 
Zorica, 15, a sophomore. 

The royals are a rare glimmer of hope of 
resolving that conflict, the sisters said. 

"We don't have any stable leader over 
there," Zorica said. "Maybe (Prince 
Alexander) can get us out of this disaster." 

"They seem like they're the last chance 
that wc have for our country," said 
Vadmila, 18, a senior.

Crash with squad car kills rural Long Grove man

Mundelein police would 
not comment this week on 
whether a police officer's 
audio siren was activated 
when he was involved in a 
car crash May 10 that killed 
a 38-ycar-old man from 
unincorporated Long Grove, 

And accounts conflict 
from those present at the 
crash as to whether the 
squad car's siren was on 
during the collision in the 
intersection of routes 45 and 
83. 

Kris Lemmon, of 6302 
RFD Gilmer Road in 
unincorporated Long Grove, 
was thrown from his car in 
the crash and pronounced 
dead at about 10 a.m. by 
Deputy County Coroner 
John Hanlon, police 
officials said. 

A preliminary 

investigation by Lake 
County Sheriffs police into 
the fatal crash was expected 
to be completed late this 
week or early next week, 
followed by an intensive 
examination of the crash 
scene that could take two 
weeks or more. 

A statement released by 
Mundelein police said 



Officer Mark Parrish, 29, 
had activated his emergency 
lights before he crossed the 
intersection against traffic, 
because he was responding 
to an urgent call. But when 
asked if Parrish had 
activated his audible siren, a 
police spokesman would 
not comment. 

Mundelein police 
spokesman Keith 
Kalodimas said the crash 
was "a u-agcdy, really.'* 

In the incident, Lemmon 
was headed south on 45, had 
stopped his car at the u^ffic 
light then continued into 
the intersection southbound 
on 45/83 when the light 
turned green. When 
Parrish's cruiser came 
through the intersection 
headed west toward 
wcsibound 83, the cruiser 
struck Lemmon's car's 
around the driver-side door, 
fatally ejecting Lemmon. 

Parrish was treated for 
minor injuries at Condell 
Medical Center in 
Libcrtyvillc and released, 
Mundelein reports staled. 

An employee of at Judy's 
Amoco gas station on the 
northeast comer of 45 and 
83 said she was working 



that Sunday morning and 
did not hear a police siren 
before she heard the smash 
of impact, then saw 
Lemmon's El Camino 
swerve into the Shell gas 
station lot on the southwest 
comer of the intersection. 

"There was no siren. I 
never heard it" said Pauline 
Kristiansen, 18, of Round 
Lake. 

However, the owner of a 
tire store adjacent to the 
Shell station told two other 
area workers that he heard a 
police siren before the 
crash, according to the 
workers. The employees 
said Jim Ritas, of Colonial 
Tire, 25762 N. Highway 
83, told them he had been 
working inside his store 
when he heard a siren 
followed by crashing 
sounds, then exiled the store 
to see the accident's 
aftermath. Ritas left on a 
vacation out of the counuy 
after the accident and was 
unavailable to confirm that 
account But Gordon 
Lukasik, a Lake Villa 
resident who works at the 
Shell station, and an 
employee of the tire store 
who asked not to be named, 
each independently said

to activate both their lights will be analyzed, including

But 
police training is not 
infallible, he said, . 

"Sometimes, there's 
nothing you can do," 
McGarvie said. "When you 
spend eight hours (driving),

Investigating the crash 
for the sheriffs office is 
Deputy Sheriff Roger 
Barrette, officials said. 
Barrette was off duty 
Monday and Tuesday and 
was not available to 
comment on the progress of 
his investigations as of 
press deadline. 

But a sheriffs officer said 
initial reports in fatal 
crashes are generally 
compleied within a week. In

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Amateur artist captures Centeeeial spirit

What started out as an inspiration 
one semi-rainy afternoon, ended as a 
colorful folk art painting about 
Antioch that might just capture the 
spirit of Antioch during these 
Centennial days. 

Life-time Antioch resident Jan 
Steitz, who has graduated from 
Emmons and Antioch High School, 
used her inspiration and her 
imagination to complete her version 
of not only what Antioch is now. but 
where it came from 100 years ago. 

"The painting came completely 
from my imagination," said Steitz. 
"That is why it looks distorted because 
I put things where I wanted to." 

Steitz's painting began as a 
revelation after she saw a beautiful 
rainbow over the village while she 
was sitting on her back porch one 
afternoon. After reading her bible, 
which was turned to Genesis, she felt 
a desire to paint a picmre about God's 
love and to celebrate Antioch's lOOih 
birthday. 

"I began aeating images on canvas 
as I thought about the many gifts God 
gave us," said Steitz. 

It was this faith in God that helped 
Steitz ftnish the painting despite the 
many times she slopped her work 
during the year it took to complete the 
work. 



"It came very slowly, but I would 
get reinspired every time," said Steitz. 

One of the most suiprising things 
to learn about Steitz is that she has 
never had any formal training as a 
painter. 

"I've never had any formal training," 
said Steitz. "I really didn't even have a 
plan, so Tm sort of surprised how it 
turned out" 

The painting, now on display on the 
Steitz's backyard porch because it is 
too large to move easily without a 
frame, has five main symbolic 
messages it conveys to the viewer. 

According to Steitz, the rainbow, 
church, children, God's messengers and 
the effect of the painting that God 
loves us and watches over us are all 
included in the painting to show their 
importance in our lives and in 
Antioch. 

Steitz believes that the early settlers 
had the answers to life's riddle because 
they placed God above all else, they 
routinely worshiped and prayed, they 
willingly acknowledged their sins and 
understood salvation, they listened to 
God's messengers and thrived, endured 
and prospered by the knowledge of 
God's love for them. 

"This seemed a fitting tribute to our 
town's founders and also hope for the 
future," said Steitz. 

Steitz's painting, which now is 



fmishcd just in time for this summer's 
Centennial celebrations, captures her 
zest for life and her feelings about her 
hometown on its Centennial birthday. 
"In studying an old photograph of 
downtown Antioch in its early 
beginnings, I realized that life was 



difficult for those early settlers. Yet, 
they were successful. Many 
descendents of the founding families 
still live here," said Steitz. "No 
wonder God beautifully gift wrapped 
our town's Centennial Celebration 
with his gift of a rainbow."

Sump pump ordinance could 
cause storm sewer hook up

The Antioch Village Board passed the 
heavily debated sump pump ordinance 
which could cause homes that annually 
flood other nearby properties lo connect 
with the storm sewer. 

The unanimous decision will limit the 
way a property owner may discharge a 
sump pump when that discharge docs not 
stay within the property lines. 

The Board ruled that an ordinance was 
needed to limit sump pump discharge 
when there is a clear and present danger to 
people or property. 

The ordinance could come into play this 
winter if sump pump discharge enters a 
roadway and freezes. It is this type of 



situation, where the discharge causes 
damage to properly or a hazardous 
condition outside of the personal property, 
that the Board is directing this ordinance 
towards. 

"If it affects the street or if it's a major 
problem, then we would have to force 
them to hook up to the sewer system," 
said Village Administrator Tim Wells 
during previous Village Board discussions. 

In addition to existing buildings that 
cause problems, newly constructed 
buildings would also have to be connected 
to the storm sewer system.

the gifted program. 

It is here, when the parents group; lead 
by Linda Bocrman and Shari Verschucrcn, 
made the connection between the RIFs 
and the potential hiring of another 
administrator that hostilities between the 
board and parents surfaced, 

The board, who needed to RIF the 
unienured teachers under a stale law which 
mandates that the school notify the 
teachers 60 days before the end of the 
school year if they could get released, 
wants to hire each teacher back that 
received a RIF notice but must evaluate 
its financial situation before asking them 
back. 

So outraged were some of the parents, 
that they asked for a special board meeting 
on May 5 to get some answers. 

Personality conflicts between boards 
members and extreme pressure from some 
parents caused four of the seven board 
members to not attend the parents special 
meeting. 

Although Board President Donald 
Fechtner believes the board members were 
in their legal rights as board members not 
to attend, Fechtner said 
miscommunication was the key to the 
ignidng of the fire and the end result of 
the board not attending. 

The apparent backlash for the special 
meeting has caused a number of parents to 
call for the resignation of the entire school 
board. 

"We are the laughing stock of Illinois," 
said Gary Groh, a community member 
who is also a teacher at New Trier High 
School in the Chicago suburbs. "I demand 
that all of the school board members 
resign." 

Groh later added that it is personality 
conflicts that have caused the majority of 
the problems in the board itself and a new 
approach is needed. 

The personality conflicts among board 
members have gotten so strong, that 



several members offered to resign if the 
rest did the same, with the exception of 
Cynthia Marquart who apparently has the 
support of the parents and most of the 
board members. 

"There is a personality conflict on this 
board," said Trustee Marie Brausam. "1 
said I would resign if five other board 
members also resigned." 

The marathon meeting, which should 
have answered the questions of everyone 
involved, also showed the deep divisions 
among the parents and how special 
interests have forced the school board into 
a comer.

The request for a gifted program by 
some parents caused others in the audience 
to ask is it worth it to have a program, 
which is designed to give attention to a 
small percentage of children while the 
majority of the kids have to do with less. 

"I think it is a large number of kids," 
said parent Pam Collctti. "Just because it 
is 30 kids out of 280 doesn't mean it's not 
important. Special education is special 
education." 

The answers to the problems in the 
Grass Lake School District could come 
down to money. 

Special interests from various parent 
groups, without additional funding either 
from the state of other means, will 
continue to haunt the board until either an 
understanding between the board and the 
parents occurs or the election of new board 
members occurs over the next few years. 

Said one parent, "The kids are the most 
important thing. Let's solve this for the 
kids."

With Antioch's Centennial celebration 
ahncady underway, two local amateur radio 
operators are helping some international 
radio friends celebrate Antioch's 100th 
birthday despite their long distances from 
Illinois. 

Antioch residents Charles Wertz and 
Bob Kitzinger have established a special 
events channel from their homes, in an 
effort to reach as many amateur radio 
operators throughout the United States and 
other countries in the world. 

During their first weekend of operation, 
on April 4 and 5, Werlz and Kitzinger 
made over 120 contacts reaching 
numerous operators in the United States, 
Sweden, Estonia, Austria, England and 
Canada. 

"Wc had been planning to do this for a 
long time," said Wertz. "Wc had fun doing 
if 

For each contact made, as is the practice 
when one operator talks to another 
operator for the first time, Wertz and 
Kitzinger will send a momcnto of the 
conversation. A Centennial certificate 
containing the Centennial logo, which is 
suitable for framing, will be sent to each 
contact made during the weekend to help 
celebrate Antioch's 100th year. 

"This is one way to put Antioch on the 
map," said Wertz. 

Wertz, who earned his first amateur 
radio license in 1931, said it is easy to 
communicate with operators from other 
countries. 

"English is the international language 
used by amateur radio operators. You have 
to learn it to get licensed," said Wertz.

His first amateur radio was built from 
scratch because "you didn't have $10 to 
buy one in those days." 

Wertz continued his hobby until Dec. 7, 
1941 when he received this report over his 
radio after the Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor, "All amateur radio operations will 
cease immediately. All radios and antennas 
will be disassembled and stored separately, 
not on the same property." 

"I tore it all down and didn't get back 
into it until 1975," said Wertz. 

This is about the same time Kitzinger 
began his station as a hobby out of his 
home. 

"I really feel it is good recreation for 
retired and handicapped people," said 
Kitzinger. "It's a great hobby." 

Amateur radio operators, or "Hams" as 
they arc called by many, are different from 
Citizen's Band (CB) radio operators 
because they have lo be licensed to operate 
the radios. Consequently, the language and 
manners of an amateur radio operator arc 
much better than those on CB radios. 

"The language on CB radios is so bad. 
It's a disgrace," said Wertz. 

In addition to that, Amateur radio 
operators serve a purpose during 
emergencies when communication has 
been knocked out from some natural 
disaster. 

"Few people know about our 
capabilities during emergencies," said 
Wertz. 

Until then though, Wertz and Kitzinger 
plan to conduct a few more special 
channel weekends during this centennial 
year to help the worid cclebraU: Antioch's 
100th birthday.

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Farm group gets political; critics see developer bias

It sounds at first like one of the 
comnion problems of the modem age, the 
identity crisis. A farmer is supposed a 
farmer, some say. Not a big-businessman, 
not a developer, not a politician, and for 
God's sake a farmer ought not to be a 
political-campaign contributor. 

These are truths Lake County residents 
may once have held to be self-evident. But 
as the county speeds into an urbanized era^ 
the organization that ostensibly represents 
farmers, the Lake County Farm Bureau, 
has had its own transformation. As its 
idenUly changes, critics are crying foul. 

For instance, could one of the Farm 
Bureau's original members 76 years ago 
imagine the organization asking if he 
wanted to contribute a dollar to a political 
action committee? Screening County 
Board candidates and asking them about 
issues other than agriculture? Then giving 
the money to a candidate on record 
supporting development, while bashing a 
program the Forest Preserve District 
claims is meant to safeguard land from 
developers? 

Since taking a more active role in 
county politics at the end of the '80s, 



Farm Bureau officials have found the 
organization labeled all those names and 
more: Supportive of unlimited 
development — some conspiracy-theorists 
say a front for developers; out of touch 
with individual farmers; probusiness; 
insensitive to the environment; and too 
political. 

But as Farm Bureau officials looked to 
fall county elections, they said the 
bureau's new role is a necessary part of the 
wave of urbanization overtaking Lake 
County. And if critics say the bureau's 
motivations are skewed regarding 
development in the county, then those 
critics misunderstand how the Farm 
Bureau intends to address the concerns of 
farmers by considering the needs of the 
whole county. 

There is disagreement even over what — 
or who — the Farm Bureau is. Bureau 
officials claim a membership of 13,000, 
with 1,150 voting farmer members. The 
voting members elect a 16-membcr board 
of directors that controls Farm Bureau 
policy. 

But critics including County Board 
Member Suzi Schmidt point out that the 
13,000 figure reflects the number of 
people who hold policies with the bureau-

who are automatically counted as bureau 
members but may really not give a hoot 
about the Farm Bureau. That slcighl-of- 
hand distorts perceptions of the size of the 
bureau's constituency, Schmidt said. 
Bureau officials say there is no proof the 
number is inaccurate. 

It was a nasty and public fight in 1989 
and '90 with the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District over forced buyouts of 
land that pushed the Farm Bureau to enter 
county politics, observers say. 

The Farm Bureau's April newsletter 
recalls the Forest Preserve District's 
public-acquisition drive as an irresponsible 
and widespread assault on farmers' private- 
property rights. The truth is thai only a 
handful of farmers were ultimately 
affected. 

On a declared drive to safeguard land in 
the county from future development^ the 
Forest Preserve District of then-president 
C. Richard Anderson in February 1989 
targeted for absorption by the district 
4,191 acres in three clumps around the 
county. Fears of farm tracts being gobbled 
whole ultimately faded: Over the 
following two years the district designated 
about 1,500 of those acres to be 
considered for public acquisition. Of that, 
the district purchased 370 acres. Only 160 
ofthat was being farmed at the time — by 
three tenant-farmers and one owner- 
operator — and all but 46 of that had 
already been up for sale. All the district's 
newly bought property is still being 
farmed, but may be converted to other 
uses in five to 10 years, said DisU"ict 
Director of Planning and Acquisition 
Michael Fenclon. 

But the district's move received attention 
because the owner-operator on the 160 
acres of farmland — the only owner- 
operator in the whole 4,000-plus 



package — happened to be then-Farm 
Bureau President Pete Tckampc. (Land 
owned by Board of Directors member 
James Bennett was considered for 
acquisition in a later forest preserve 
district move and an outcome is still 
pending.) Tckampc said his being forced 
to sell their land was a violation of 
constiUjtional private-property rights, and 
at a rip-off rale that did not reflect the 
land's market value. County Board 
members made enemies in the bureau by 
backing the Forest Preserve District. 

Moore, Forest Preserve District 
President, now admits that the disuict was 
ovcraggrcssive. 

Moore, who took office in Janury 1991, 
said she believes tliat since 1990 Forest 
Preserve District officials have succeeded 
in healing the rift with the Farm Bureau. 
If animosity remains between the two 
bodies, it is on the part of individuals. 

Whatever the outcome, the public- 
acquisition spat coincided with a step-up 
in the Farm Bureau political presence in 
the county. The bureau's Legislative 
Committee officially created a "Political 
Involvement Committee" in April 1991, 
The Farm Bureau solicited its members to 
donate one dollar to the PAC, which in 
turn gave more than $6,000 to 15 county 
board candidates. 

Of candidates the bureau's PAC 
supported, nine won their primary battles: 
Robert Dcpke, Jim Fields, Edward Fojtik, 
Robert Grever, Colin McRae, Robert 
Neal, Pam Newton, John Schulien. Plus 
Dick Raftis, Farm Bureau manager. 
Although Raftis is officially the PAC's 
manager, he said he was not involved in 
the decision to give $500 in PAC funds to 
himself.

There will be weeks and months of 
debate whether rejection of a development 
to turn a historic Gilmer Rd. farm settled 
by Irish immigrants before the Civil War 
into 804 homes and a golf course was the 
right thing to do. 

But for belter or worse, that was the 
result of nearly two years of study and 
public input before the Wauconda village 
council where Mayor James Keaglc cast a 
lie-breaking vole to turn down developer 
plans for the 438-acre Roney Farm. 

The 4-3 vote was of precedent setting 
proportions. In the growth-happy 
atmosphere thai has en^lfcd Lake County 
for more than a decade, real estate 
developments aren't turned down very 
often. Trustees split on Roney under 
tremendous pressure from pro-growth, 
pro-business groups and relentless input 
from tax-conscious and environmentally 
sensitive ciUzcns who maintained that the 
high density plan would be ruinous to the 
community. In this environment. Mayor 
Kcagle took a courageous stand. 

Enthusiastic Roney supporters un- 
doubtedly were somewhat discomforted 
when the sun rose after the vole was 
taken. The fact is that in rare instances in 
other communities where development 
projects have been rejected, offending 
municipalities haven't been wiped off the 
face of the earth. Coming to mind are 
cases like a vibrant Libcrlyville after 
Hawihom Shopping Center was rejected. 



Grayslake is flourishing even though the 
futuristic Heartland project wilh a 
proposed populalion of 40,000 never 
materialized. Mundelein has added a 
number of subdivisions since powerful 
Lexington Homes was sent packing a 
number of years ago because plans failed 
to meet village standards. 

Carve it in stone that the Village of 
Wauconda will survive. And so will other 
communities that have the temerity to 
challenge the threats, big money and big 
plans of developers. 

What happened in Wauconda is a 
realization that there are two sides to the 
growth and development equation and that 
the down side isn't pretty. In fact, the 
down side can get mighty ugly wilh 
crowded schools, gridlocked highways, 
abused public services and overtaxed 
citizens. 

Another thing happened with the Roney 
Farm. In the end, a majority of 
officialdom* decided it was in the best 
interests of their community to follow the 
rules and regulalions set down in advance 
to deal with growth proposals like Roney. 
The rub came with attempts to circumvent 
established procedures. 

The fact shouldn't go unnoticed that the 
4-3 vote doesn't close the door to Roney. 
It will be interesting to sec if developers 
will revise their plans to meet village 
standards or if they choose to play the 
development game only by their own 
rules. 



Interesting match-up 



There is more to the candidacy of John 
Reindl of Fremont Township for the Lake 
County Board than a disgruntled 
Republican being slated by candidate- 
hungry Democrats to fill a ballot opening 
in the November general election. 

Before being defeated for reelection two 
years ago, Reindl established a record for 
independence, sensitivity for the 
environment and an awareness of the link 
between open space and rising taxes. 

Reindl will be running against Colin 
McRae, former mayor of Mundelein who 
is part of the Republican majority bloc 
that has dismantled land acquisition plans 
of the Forest Preserve Dist. formulated by 
a previous administration. Reindl's 



candidacy will give voters a clear-cut 
choice between pro-growth and slow 
growth. 

By inducing Reindl to join their ticket. 
Democratic leadership is indicating an 
awareness of the importance and impact of 
the environment in partisan elections. 
The outcome of the McRae-Rcindl clash 
could foretell future election match-ups. 

Traditional party labels don't mean much 
in local elections. It's what the candidates 
stand for that makes the difference. By 
their records in public office, Reindl and 
McRac have widely divergent views on the 
path Lake County should take in the 
future. 



Rewriting history 



If the leaching of local history was a 
required course, Skokie Valley Asphalt 
Co. Inc. might be faring better in its ugly 
battle with the Village of Grayslake over 
whether it can continue doing business. 

The firm, its predecessor companies and 
the village have grown up together. Since 
its founding in 1902, the company down 
through the years has provided Grayslake 
with heating and cooking oil, kerosene for 
lighting, gasoline for cars and tractors, 
paving for streets, real estate taxes, well 
paying jobs for residents and countless 
conU-ibutions to schools, churches and 
civic causes. 

Denied a special use permit to 
manufacture asphalt, the company has 
taken its case to the courts in the belief 
that it has legally non-confirming zoning 
protection. 

In another era, Skokie Valley might 
have had smooth sailing in obtaining a 
piirmit to operate because of its reputation 
of being a "good citizen." In a small 
town, everyone knew the company 
owners, its employes and what its 



business was. But not anymore. Faced 
wilh a hostile electorate, village officials 
were doing llie will of the people in 
denying Skokie Valley a permit, thus 
setting the stage for a lawsuit. 

History doesn't mean much today. 
Modern attitudes make a mockery of 
corporate citizenship. Apparently, 
ncighborliness stops at the lot line, 
especially if you buy a home next to an 
asphalt business.

Simple, according to Jack Reilly, a Lake 
County resident who accompanied 
President Bush on a trade mission to 
Japan last winter. 

Because Japan has business practices that 
protect Japanese industry to the detriment 
of free trade all around the worid. 

"Don't think Japan is picking on us," 
Reilly told a breiicfast gatlicring of county 
business persons sponsored by the Lake 
County Economic Development 
Commission and Northern Trustee 
Bank/Lake Forest "They 0-cat everyone 
alike," Every major trading nation in the 
world has a huge deficit with Japan. 

But things are changing, according to 
Reilly, who resides in L^e Forest They 
are changing because the U.S. government 
finally is gelling involved in persuading 
the Japanese to realize that trade is a two- 
way sU-eet 

And President Bush's undc mission, 
widely pooh-poohed by the national press 
^d ridiculed by Democrats and liberals, is 
getting results. 

Reilly, who serves as spokesman for 
parts makers and the after- market 
industry, declared that 80 percent of 
automotive parts manufacturers have seen 
an increase in trading wilh Japan since the 
Bush uip. Thai's a big Lime tum-around 
for an indusUy that has been running 
scared for a long lime. Reilly is president 
and CEO of Tenneco Automotive, a $1.7 
billion company with 17 plants around 
the worid. One of their best known 
products is Monroe shock absorbers. 

Americans have to start believing in 
themselves and fighting back, according to 
Reilly. If we don't retaliate, a furtlicr 
increase in the deficit would put one 
million more U.S. citizens out of work. 

Japanese leaders play fast and loose with 
the facts about building their cars in the 
U.S. wilh parts manufactured here. 
Ironically, government trade policies force 
Japanese citizens to pay artificially high 
prices, Reilly pointed out Like 567 
percent more for an American car or 300 
percent more for U.S. auto parts. 

What does American business want? 
"An opportunity to compete," 
declared Reilly. That's all. Doesn't sound

Still use 'user' ruse to fund Rte. 53 ROW

I inquired of the Dept. of Transporta- 
tion how much that agency expended in 
purchasing property right of way for what 
eventually became the North-South Toll- 
way. Also, I asked if the state's road fund 
was rc-imburscd for those land purchases. 

My rationale was that we ought to 
know how much taxpayers are "fooling 
the bill" for building tollways. Most peo- 
ple believe that the tollway revenues pay 
for everything, all land purchases and 
highway consUiiction. 

DOT informed mc that it began right- 
of-way purchases in the late 60's for what 
then was proposed as a freeway. In 1984, 
the department stopped its work on the 
proposed freeway when it was decided that 
it would be a tollway. Until then, it ac- 
quired 221 parcels at a cost of 
$22,250,000. 



Of course, once the North-South was 
designated as a tollway, many more dol- 
lars were spent to acquire a substantial 
amount of additional right-of-way. That 
was paid by the tollway authority and I 
didn't ask them how much that right-of-

way cost because my mission was to find 
out how much the general taxpayer paid, 
for a "freeway" that later became a toll- 
way. 

A law was enacted in 1984 allowing 
the DcpL of Transportation to convey tide 
to the property that it acquired to the Illi- 
nois State Toll Highway Authority. It 
was an automatic land transfer with no re- 
imbursement for the state by the tollway 
of the $22 plus million. 

With the tollway system taking in 



almost $1 million a day, it seems to mc 
that isn't right that all of us taxpayers arc 
paying any part of a highway that be- 
comes a tollway. How many times have 1 
heard the executive director and members 
of the tollway authority tell us that toll- 
ways arc pure "user highways?" 

The same scenario is playing out with 
die proposed extension of Rte, 53. Right 
now, it is a proposed freeway. That means 
that all right-of-way lands arc being pur- 
chased by DOT. That means that you, the 
taxpayers, arc paying for these purchases. 
I will inquire of the agency, up to now, 
how much we have spent for the Rte. 53 
rights-of-way, but you can guess that it's 
substantial. 

The kicker is that everyone knows that 
the extension really isn't going to be a 
freeway. Everyone knows that it will be a 
tollway. But, everyone doesn't know that 
all of that money already spcnt...your 



money, taxpaycrs...isn't going to be re- 
lumed to a stale fund once the highway is 
designated as a tollway. 

Now, don't you think that you, as 
taxpayers are being "taken for a ride?" 

This week, 1 introduced House Bill 
4005 that repeals the section that would 
for no compensation convey properties 
from DOT to the tollway authority. 

The bill "won't go anywhere" nor will 
I be successful amending any other bills 
to accomplish the same purpose, given 
the "potential powers that be." But, I 
thought that it is right to highlight the 
issue, the unfairness of il to all taxpayers.

Stop in at Nix's Gallery of Fine 
Furniture in Round Lake and have a cup 
of coffee. 

Don't look for a waiter or waitress to 
serve you or a counter with sugar and 
cream. You will, however, find a table and 
chairs, and a sofa and coffee table. Sit 
anywhere. Make yourself comfortable. 
Have a chat with owner Bud Nix. 

He has a degree in criminology, was a 
deputy with the Lake County Sheriffs 
Department and can come to your house, 
decorate it and cut up a side of beef for 
you before leaving. 

After 17 years as a butcher, running the 
family's meat packing business, Nix two 
years ago opened the furniture gallery at 
832 Rollins Road. Intended to attract 
customers who were more quality 
conscious and less price conscious, it is 
an offshoot of Nix's Furniture Warehouse, 
opened five years earlier just up the road. 

Nix's is a Peoploungcr dealership, 
which means most sofas and love scats 
double as reclincrs. Bedroom sets are also 
available, with the style emphasis on 
Shaker and old country looks. 

For a sofa with two reclincrs, the 
average price is between $799 and $899. 
"That's a deal," Nix said. "It doesn't cost 
the consumer any more for a sofa with 
double reclincrs than it does for a 
stationary sofa," Three separate pieces, he 
said, would cost about $1,500. 



"People arc spending a lot more timc~at 
home because they can't go out as much 
as they used to due to the economy. So 
being comfortable in their homes is very 
important to them," said the Ingleside 
resident. 

That's why the coffee. Before Nix sells 
to a customer, he likes to learn what the 
customer wants. So he encourages sitting 
down and chatting for awhile. 

The result is an educated consumer and 
an educated sales person. Nix said his 
customers are shoppers, and he apprccialcs 
that; however, he said most who don't buy 
initially come back. 

"We will match any price," Nix said, 
"and we don't charge any extra for 
whatever fabric you want If you choose a 
higher quality fabric, I pay the difference. 
Quick and prompt delivery is one of the 
benefits of buying here, but the number 
one benefit is quality," he said. 

There's notliing more important to Nix 
than quality, and then friendly service. It's 
a matter of upholding the family tradition. 

In 1945, Nix's grandfather and 
grandmother pioneered Long Lake. They 
bought a grocery store next to the tracks 
and reared a family in the town. Then 
came chain supermarkets. "It's very 
difficult nowadays to have a family-owned 
business because of major corporations 
and chain stores," Nix said.

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Foreign stocks now offer more investment opportunities

The saying Ihc world is 
gelling smaller is nowhere 
more applicable than to ihe 
inlcmalional markets. 

Americans are investing 
more and more each year in 
foreign securilies. At the 
same time, foreign in- 
vestors, especially Japanese 
and Europeans, have been 
investing large sums of 
money in the American 
marketplace. 

A primary reason for 
foreign investment in the 
U.S. is the huge trade sur- 
pluses they are running in 
the United States. Money 
flowing into the US slock 
market from Japan alone 
has exceeded $5 billion per 
month. And the major po- 
litical changes which have 
taken place in Eastern Eu- 
rope have enticed much in- 
vestment toward Eu- 
ropc...cspecially Germany. 

By 1989, over $200 
billion (approximately 9 
percent) of the stocks in the 
NYSE were foreign held, a 
five-fold increase in one 
decade. Tlie number of U.S. 
mutual funds devoted to 
foreign equities has grown 
six-fold since 1986. Today, 
there arc over 100 such 
funds from which to 
choose, witli approximately 
900 equity mutual funds. 

This means that foreign 
equity mutual funds now 
make up over 10 percent of 
the equity mutual funds 
marketed in the United 
States. It should also be 
rioted that global bond 
funds arc growing sharply 
in popularity and experi- 
enced record sales in 1990. 



Assets 

Foreign holdings of US 
financial assets now total 
over $1 trillion. Yet 
Americans hold only about 
$650 billion in foreign as- 
sets. 

Such statistics parallel 
the fact that as of 1985, the 
U.S. became, worldwide, a 
"net debtor" to the tune of 
several hundred billion dol- 
lars versus being a "net 
creditor" of similar amount 
asrcccndy as 1983. 

In 1970, the U.S. made 
up about two-thirds of the 
world market, whereas to- 
day, it's about one-third. 
Thus, a person who invests 
only in the U.S. is limit- 
ing himself to one-third of 
the world's stocks. Quite 
simply, the rest of the 
world is too large to ig- 
nore. 

Foreign stocks and for- 
eign stockfunds have been 
lagging U.S. markets since 
early 1989, which suggests 
a rebound is overdue. The 
EAFE index (which mea- 
sures the performance of 
European, Australian, and 
Far East markets) declined 
4.3 percent in the three 
years ending December 31, 
1991. While the S&P 500 
Index soared 66.3 percent 

The US Slock market 
has outperformed the EAFE 
index for the last three 
years, "notes Christian 
Wignall, chief investment 
officer of GT Global mu- 
tual funds. "If the US were 
to outperform the EAFE 
index in 1992, it would be 
the first such four-year 
stretch in the 20 years that 
the EAFE index has been 



compiled. If history is any 
guide, it's about lime that 
foreign markets started do- 
ing it better." 

Over the last 20 years, 
through 1991, the EAFE 
index gained 14.5 percent 
annually, including rein- 
vested dividends. In con- 
trast, the S&P 500 has re-

turned only 11.9 percent 
annually. 

More Stocks 

In addition to the avail- 
ability of more stocks and 
proven performance, an- 
other advantage of interna- 
tional investing is diversi- 
fication. Not only does in- 
ternational diversification 
increase portfolio returns, 
but it also effectively re- 
duces the volatility and risk 
of the portfolio because the 
portfolio performance is 
not tied to one specific 
market. 

Spreading investments 
among a selection of stocks 
is one way of reducing risk; 
however, if all those in- 
vestments arc in one stock 
market, the investor still 
has all his assets exposed 
to one market's risk. One 
of the best ways to reduce 
exposure to the risks of 
rising (or falling) U.S. in- 
terest rates, changes in 
U.S. taxation, changes in 
U.S. government spending, 
or U.S. infiation, is to 
have some assets in foreign 
securities.

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Volo steps toward becoming a village

When Volo residents step into the 
voting booth in November, they will 
decide whether to incorporate the area into 
a village as well as elect officials to run 
the town. 

Three 2nd District Appellate Court of 
Illinois judges held the territory is 
sufficiently contiguous to become a 
village, concurring with a Lake County 
Board resolution and reversing a lower 
court ruling. State law prohibits 
challenges to the incorporation. Volo 
consists of about 2 square miles at Routes 
120 and 12. 

There is excitement in the tight-knit 
Volo community, with supporters of the 
incorporation meeting last night to 
discuss referendum wording as well as 
who will lead the area's 285 residents. The 
first move, said 30-year resident Bill 
Grams, is to "Get the village on its feet 



with town fathers, set up the clerk, have a 
village comprehensive meeting with all 
the people in town and make nominations 
for people who would be suitable for 
certain positions." Gram, an initiator of 
the move to incorporate, owns Old Volo 

Village, a quaint depiction of pioneer 
shops specializing in antiques, bakery 
goods, and an antique car showroom. 
Village Board candidate announcements are 
expected by-mid summer. Gram declined 
to say if he would run for offlce. 

Father James Lyons of St. Peter's 
Church on Route 120 said he was too 
busy to seek a trustee position. One of the 
driving forces who brought residents 
behind incorporation and steering 
widening of Route 120 around Volo's 
business area, Lyons could hardly contain 
his excitement about the court decision. 

"It'll be a great help to the residents, 
farmers, business people and to all of our 



neighbors in the county," he said of 
incorporation. "I'm sure there were people 
years ago who said it was impossible for 
Volo to become a village. I can't see any 
difficulty now. We should be able to vote 
on what happens in our immediate area. 
That's where the question of justice comes 
in," he said. 

The move was motivated by perceived 
encroachment by the neighboring village 
of Lakemoor, which has annexed large 
parcels of land near Volo and zoned them 
for commercial development Exhibit A: 
Sears is scheduled to locate at a nearby 
mall planned by Homart Development on 
property annexed to Lakemoor. Ground 
breaking is set for summer. 

"It was a really good week," said 
Wauconda Township Trustee Joseph Faul. 
"Roney getting turned down and Volo 
getting turned up. These arc exciting and 
challenging times," he said.

How would you like to 
And an empty cupboard 
or two in your kitchen to 
store everything from 
canned goods to cleaning 
supplies? 

Just look behind the 
door. A simple-to-build 
shelf unit, built from eco- 
nomical western lumber, 
can turn that closet or 
cupboard door into a 
wealth of storage space. 
All you need is four to six 
inches of clearance be- 
tween the inside of the 
door and the existing 
shelves in the closet or 
cupboard. 

The frame and shelves 
of the storage unit are 
made from 1x4 or 1x6 inch 
westcm lumber, depending 
on the depth of the space 
you have available. (1x4 
lumber actually measures 
3-1/2 inches wide; 1x6 
lumber is 5-1 /2 inches 
wide). 

Before Installing the 
shelves, make sure the 
door can carry the added 



rK-- 



weight. If the door is hol- 
low core or has a recessed 
panel, the storage unit 
must be mounted to the 
solid frame. Most hollow 
core doors are constructed 
with a solid 1-1/2 inch 
"rail" at the top, bottom 
and sides, plus a 1-1/2 
inch "lock block" centered 
along each side that's 
usually 18 to 20 Inches 
long. Tap the door gently 
with a hammer to find the 
exact location of the 
frame. If you can't mount 
the storage unit to solid 
wood, don't attempt to 
install it 

To determine the di- 
mensions of the shelf 
unit, measure the Inside 
of the door, allowing at 
least 1-1/2 inches along 
the sides and bottom. Cut 
framing members and 
shelves to fit 

Glue and nail or screw 
the frame together and 
install the shelves, using 
2-inch nails or 1-1/2 Inch 
screws. Attach a 1x1 re- 



tainer or a 1x2 lip to the 
front of the shelves to 
keep items In place while 
the door is being opened 
or shut (The lip and re- 
tainer may be installed on 
the inside of the frame if 
clearance is limited). 

To install the shelf 
unit, attach metal L- 
brackets at the top, sides 
and base of the unit in 
line with the rail at the top 
and bottom and with the 
lock blocks on the sides. 
Attach to the door with 1- 
1 1 A inch screws. 

For added stability, in- 
stall a 1x2 support on the 
door just below the stor- 
age unit Attach the sup- 
port to the side and bot- 
tom rail using four 1-1/2 
Inch screws.

FAIR HERALD A NEW BENCHMARK! 
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Sunday, May 17, is another 
benchmark in Northern Illinois 
Medical Center's history, as 
the ribbon cutting for the new 
addition to the south side of 
the hospital takes place at 1 
p.m. Tours and refreshments 
will add to the celebration 
which heralds the conclusion of 
the building program and the 
hospital's thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary. A health fair on the east 
side of the hospital campus 
(see opposite), will be held 
from 11 am to 3 pm on Sun- 
da3^ The public is invited to 
the ribbon cutting, tours (from 
1:30 to 3:00 pm)., and the 
health fair. 

The 1990-92 Ruilding Pro- 
gram broke ground in October, 
1990 and completed a -36,000 
square foot addition in January 
of this year. The project in- 
cluded extensive remodeling to 
existing areas, as well as the 
addition to the south side of 
the building. 

The new space and renova- 
tions provide smoother traffic 
flow and easier access to out- 
patient services and pre- 
admission testing. Included in 
the building program were the 
Emergency Department, Ad- 
mitting, the Outpatient Sur- 
gicenter. Medical Records, the 
Medical Staff Office, and Oc- 
cupational Health, all located 
on Level One through the 
hospital's south entrance. Level 
Two changes and additions 
included new service areas for 
Emergency Medical Services, 
Education, Inhouse Clas.s- 
rooms, Social Services and 
Discharge Planning, Human 
Resources, Marketing, Plan- 
ning, Program Development, 
and Public Relations. 

A major new clinical service 
is open following final instal- 
lation of the Cardiac Catheter- 
ization Laboratory, located ad- 
jacent to Surgery on the first 
floor. This special diagnostic 
service at NIMC means cardiac 
patients can now have this 



sophisticated procedure dose 
to home. 

Other improvements to 
benefit patients and vistors 
include the change in the lay- 
out of the Emergency De- 
partment. The Emergency en- 
trance for the public is shel- 
tered under a stone canopy, il- 
luminated for easy identifica- 
tion, and distinct from the 
ambulance entrance. There is a 
larger, more comfortable 
Emergency Waiting Area with 
vending machines, restroom, 
pay phones and a private loca- 
tion for patient/doctor consul- 
tation, "The actual treatment 
area has expanded with two 
additional examination rooms, 
a decontamination room, a 
triage area to expedite patient 
evaluation and new office space 
for staff members. Patient 
Registration also has a new 
look, with the Admitting/ 
Outpatient new south entrance 
opening onto a two-story 
atrium. At the Outpatient Re- 
ception Desk visitors will im- 
mediately be greeted and di- 
rected to the area of service 
they need. 

Just off this new lobby is the 
Outpatient Surgicenter, with 12 
private recovery suites for pa- 
tients, and three patient bays. 
The Surgicenter moved from 
the eighth floor to the first, 
locating it directly next to 
Surgery and the two new pro- 
cedure rooms. 

NIMC's On-The-Job Occu- 
pational Health Program, 
launched during the building 
program, now has its perma- 
nent home on Level One, near 
Surgery, Medical Imaging, 
Outpatient Testing and the 
Emergency Department, all 
essential to this service de- 
signed for area business and 
industry. 

Changes on Level Two in- 
clude four spacious classrooms 
with mobile walls. These rooms 
are used for both in-house 
meetings and NIMC's com- 
munity education classes.

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Back rooms take center stage 
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What is Memorial Day?

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Cardiac Catheterization-The Latest Addition to NIMC's Health Care Services 
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Located in the new addition 
is NIMC's Cardiac Catheter- 
ization Lab, providing diag- 
nostic services that patients 
have had to leave McHenry 
County to obtain. 

Cardiologists Ayyagari L. 
Rao, MD and Namburu Raju, 
MD, will perform Intra-Aortic 
Balloon Pump Procedures, 
Electro-Physiology Studies, 
and Cardiac Catheterizations. 

Balloon Pumps are for pa- 
tients who require a reduction 
in the heart's workload. Some 
uses for the balloon- pump in- 
clude treatment for card- 
iogenic shock and heart at- 
tack. An Electro- Physiology 
Study evaluates abnormalities 
in the heart's conduction sys- 
tem. The conduction system 
controls the rale and rhythm 
at which the heart beats. 

The primary diagnostic 
cardiac procedure at NIMC is 
cardiac catheterization. This 
is not an operation, but rather 
an invasive procedure that 
involves a tiny incision into 
the skin. The patient requir- 
ing this procedure won't be 
put to sleep, and in fact will 
be able to communicate with 
the staff throughout. A car- 
diac catheterization usually 
takes one to two hours and 
most patients are released 
from the hospital on the same 
day as the procedure with in- 
structions for bed rest for the 
following twelve to twenty- 



four hours. 

The cardiac catheterization 
staff is made up of cardiolo- 
gists, registered nurses, and 
radiologic technologists. 

Through moveable x-ray 
cameras which rotate around 
the patient, the physician is 
able to see inside the heart to 
find out if the heart and the 
blood vessels supplying it are 
functioning properly. The test 
can uncover such things as an 
abnormal valve or a blocked 
coronary artery. Cardiac 
catheterization provides doc- 
tors with more accurate and 
detailed information about the 
function of the heart than 
other diagnostic tests can, 
such as the electrocardiogram 
(EKG), chest x-ray, treadmill, 
cardiac scan, and echo- 
cardiogram. In fact, some in- 
formation obtained through 
cardiac catheterization can't 
be obtained through any other 
means of diagnostic testing. 

Soon after the procedure, 
patients can eat and drink 
again. In fact, plenty of fluids 
are necessary to help flush the 
dye out of the patient's sys- 
tem. After the results of a 
cardiac catheterization are 
complete, the physician can 
treat the patient's cause for 
pain and/or abnormality of 
the heart's functions more di- 
rectly, and more efficiently. 

According to Doctors Rao 
and Raju, bringing a state-of-

the-art Cardiac Catheter-' 
ization Lab to NIMC is the 
first step towards bringing 
advanced cardiology practice 
to McHenry County. They 
credit the hard work and co- 
operation of the hospital 
Board and administration 
with making it possible. The 
two men have been practicing 
interventional Cardiology for 
almost a decade and dedicate 



this phase of their practice in 
evaluating and treating pa- 
tients with coronary artery 
disease to the memory of their 
teacher and ' guiding light, 
Andreas Gruntzig, MD.

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May 30, 1987, was a red 
letter day for NIMC's 
Emergency Services, because it 
marked an exciting conclusion 
to over a year of work and 
planning with the installation 
of an on-site, Flight For Life 
Helicopter. Now, over one 
thousand safe transports later, 
a new, larger, faster helicopter 
will take its place on the 
NIMC helipad. 

An airborne mobile intensive 
care unit, the helicopter will be 
manned by a staff of four 
pilots, specially-trained flight 
nurses and paramedics. Over 
23,000 patients come through 
NIMC's Emergency 
Department every year, a- large 
percentage of those during the 
summer months and on 
holiday weekends, when 
boating accidents, weekend 
athletes and heavy traveling 
creates a sharp rise in multiple 
trauma accidents. 

Bill Riggs, Director of 
Emergency Services, notes that 
"golden hour" much heralded 
in emergency care as the most 
valuable time in treating a 
trauma patient, can be spent 
more effectively with a 
helicopter immediately 
accessible. As one of only six 
hospital-based helicopters in 
the state of Illinois, it is 
instrumental in getting victims 
to the necessary- care in as 



short a time period as po^ible. 

"Prior to having our 
helicopter based/'' here, the 
soonest we could get one to fly 
in and then Ulce out a patient 
would be 25 to 30 minutes, and 
that's assuming there would be 
one availal6le. That's half your 
golden hour. Diagnosing and 
stabilizing the person takes 
another half hour, and they 
wouldn't even be on their way 
to the care they need. Flight 
For Life has made a 
tremendous difference in what 
is already a superb rescue 
system." 

The new Bell 222 UT 
Hehcopter will be on display 
(unless there is a rescue call) 
on Sunday, May 17 as part of 
the Grand Opening celebration. 
It will be located near the 
Health Fair tent on the east 
side of the campus. 

Ty Stein, MD, an Intensivist 
on staff at NIMC, is the 
medical director of the Flight 
For Life program. George 
Gallant, MD, Emergency 
Medicine Physician, is 
Director of the Department of 
Emergency Medicine. Roger 
Lundquist, MD, Surgeon, is 
the Trauma Director. Laura 
Preston, RN, is the Manager 
of the Emergency Department, 
and Linda Klter, RN, is the 
Chief Flight Nurse.

The "ER** of yesteryear, 
where people expected tedious 
waiting and perhaps a doctor 
rotating through on duty who 
may or may not have experi- 
ence in treating your emer- 
gency exists no longer. Today's 
emergency departments meet 
state criteria and provide high- 
tech care in all areas, including 
obstetrics, pediatrics, cardiol- 
ogy, orthopedics, and trauma. 
Emergency Medicine is now 
considered a specialty in its 
own right. In 1972, NIMC 
was a pioneer in achieving 
trauma status and has contin- 
ued to lead the way. As a 
state-designated Level Two 
Trauma Center, the NIMC 
Emergency crew is prepared at 
all times, whether it's a multi- 
ple car accident or a toddler's 
earache. On a 24-liour basis, 
the ED staff consists of emer- 
gency medicine physicians, 
critical care and trauma nurses, 
technicians, and unit assis- 
tants, with medical specialists 
on call. Between 10 am and 
10 pm (statistically, the busiest 
hours), two emergency medi- 
cine physicians are in . the 
NIMC ED. Nurses with critical 
care experience are present on 
a 24-hour basis. The critical 
care status involves additional 
education, training, and certi- 
fication in advanced life sup- 
port and trauma. 

ED technicians are typically 
educated in emergency care, 
sterile technique, splinting, and 
basic life support. Last year, 
almost 200 EMS students took 
advantage of NIMC's educa- 
tional program, which serves a 
750-square mile area of the 
communities surrounding 
NIMC. 

A unit assistant is also part 
of the ED staff, serving as the 
clerical staff member who as- 
sists with documentation of 
cases, contacting physicians 
and coordinating services from 
other support departments 
within the hospital. One 
unique element of NIMC's 
emergency department is the 
presence of the Flight for Life 
crew. Along with the ED staff, 
Flight for Life (FFL) is con- 
tinually on call at NIMC, Since 
the inception of FFL at NIMC 
in May of 1987, its activity and 
service in Northern Illinois and 




Southern Wisconsin has 
steadily increased. In 1990 
alone, 240 flights took place. 
"Fifteen percent of these calls 
were to respond directly to the 
scene of an accident, while 85 
percent were for the transport 
of patients from one hospital 
to another," said Chief Flight 
Nurse, Linda Klier, RN. 

NIMC's Emergency De- 
partment is located on the 
south side of the building. The 
remodeling and additional 
space resulting from the cur- 
rent building program provides 
a more comfortable waiting 
area for family and friends, 
an improved entrance for 
ambulances, a new triage area 
(triage means to sort and rank 
patients according to their 
level of need for emergency 
care), and a new decontamina- 
tion room for the care of pa- 
tients with possible exposure to 
contaminants or hazardous 
materials. The expansion of 
the ED does not include more 
beds. The current number (16) 
is sufficient for almost any day 
in the ED, and provides beds 
for cardiac, trauma, medical, 
gynecological, orthopedic and 
pediatric needs. In the event of 
a disaster, the hospital imme- 
diately converts the main din- 
ing room on the second level 
for use as another emergency 
care area.

All critical NIMC helicopter flights 
are staffed by a specially trained 
fligiit nurse and ottier medical 
personnel as needed. Emergency 
ptiysicians provide medical control 
at all times via radio. 

What qualifications do 
personnel have? 

a. Pilots a minimum 2,000 hours 
of flight time plus IFR 
certification. 

b. Nurses: two years critical care 
experience; ACLS, ATLS 
certification (Advanced Cardiac 
Life Support and Advanced 
Trauma Life Support); six 
weeks Flight Nurse training 
program. 

Do pilots have a medical 
background? Do nurses 
know how to fly? 

No, to both questions. The current 



philosophy in the industry is that 
pilots should concentrate on flying 
and not be involved in medical 
care. Nurses know emergency shut 
down procedures, but it is not 
possible or helpful for them to 
know how to fly. Pilots do know 
CPR. 

What can be done in the 
helicopter for the 
patient? 

While is It preferable to anticipate 
any procedures and perform those 
on the ground, almost any 
emergency procedure can be 
performed in the helicopter. 

How far does the 
helicopter fly? 

We routinely like to keep the 
helicopter within a 150 mile radius 
of NIMC, although the range is 450 
miles. 



How safe is it to fly in a 
helicopter? 

Our program is committed to 
ensuring a safe operation by 
repeated training, special classes 
and defined policies and 
procedures. In addition, our vendor 
has one of the best records for 
safety in the country in EMS 
aviation. The Flight For Life 
helicopter program has flown over 
1,000 accident-free missions. 

Who is legally responsible 
for the patient? 

Because the service is an 
extension of our Emergency 
Department, NIMC is responsible 
as soon as the crew accepts care 
of the patient. 

Will the helicopter bring 
blood for the patient? 

The helicopter carries two units of 
O negative blood. 

Can the patient be trans- 
ported only to NIMC? 

No, we are currently working with 
over 20 receiving facilities which 
will be receiving hospitals. 

Who can call 
Flight For Life? 

other hospitals requesting an 
inter-hospital transfer can call Flight 
For Life. In the event of a scene 
pick-up, the officer in charge at the 
scene makes the call to request the 
helicopter.

Will the helicopter ever 
fly out to the scene to 
pick up a patient? 

Only if by flying out to the patient it 
will make a significant difference in 
that person's treatment, or if the 
trauma is so severe the patient 
would eventually be flown out of 
NIMC anyway. For example, in 
serious burn cases, where a limb 
must be re-attached, where multiple 
trauma would deem it prudent and 
necessary. Otherwise, all patients 
will continue to be brought to NIMC 
via ground transport. 

Outlying communities, remote from 
the trauma center, or locations 
where access via ground rescue 
vehicles would be difficult would 
also benefit from the helicopter 
flying to the scene.

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Urologic Technology is State-of-the-Art 



Recently installed in NIMC's 
Surgery Department is state- 
of-the-art technology for di- 
agnosing and identifying 
treatment modalities for 
urology disorders, particularly 
kidney stones and obstruc- 
tions. The new system in- 
cludes a urological x-ray ex- 
amination table, a multi- 
format cassette camera and 
two television monitors. The 
equipment is specific to urol- 
ogy, although it is similar to 
the type of angiography used 
for the heart or the body in 
general. 

The uniqueness of this tech- 
nology is the digital sub- 
traction capabilities of the 
fluoroscopy (medical imaging), 
when x-raying the patient. 
Digital subtraction literally 
eliminates all extraneous 
background "information," 
masking and storing pictures 
of tissue and organs unneces- 
sary to making a diagnosis. 
While many hospitals have 
modern urologic tables in 
surgery, NIMC is the leader in 
offering digital subtraction, 
which gives the urologist a 
significantly better picture of 
the problem area, and allows 
him to see the clinical situa- 
tion more clearly than ever 
before possible. 

For example, the pelvic and 
abdominal areas are usually 
the regions x-rayed for kidney 
stones. With digital subtrac- 
tion, the pelvis is rendered 
"invisible" so that the location 



of the stones is precise and 
clear. The diagnostic picture 
is not surgically invasive, so 
this precision in seeing the 
patient's problem is highly 
beneficial. A catheter is in- 
serted into the urethra and 
dye is injected to take the 
picture. 

The equipment can take and 



store up to 20 images. The 
urologist can then choose the 
ones to be made into actual 
films, again making the pro- 
cedure efficient far beyond the 
average video system. 

The entire room has been 
custom-designed around this 
technology to allow physician 
observation of the video im- 



age, fluoroscopy and radio- 
graphic images at the same 
time. The setting is soothing 
to the patient, making shorter 
and easier examinations pos- 
sible. Important to the pa- 
tient, too, is the design of the 
table itself, which allows 
greater comfort and enhances 
personal Hitmity 



This high-performance uro- 
logical procedure room is 
unique to northern Illinois, 
and is at NIMC due to the 
research and efforts of staff 
urologists Ricardo Nabong, 
MD and Daniel Vodovotz, 
MD, who worked with the 
hospital on the planning, de- 
sign and installation.

guish carpenter ants from 
termites by their appear- 
ance. Carpenter ants have 
elbowed antennae and a 
pinched waist, while ter- 
mites have straight an- 
tennae and a thick waist. 
Both may have two pairs 
of wings, but a carpenter 
ant's wings are different 
sizes and shapes, while a 
termite's wings are the 
same shape and size. 

You can also looic at 
damage and tell whether 
it's been done by carpen- 
ter ants or termites. The 
galleries, or tunnels, 
caused by carpenter ants 
arc very smooth and clean 
inside, which is why they 
are called carpenters. 
Termite tunnels, on the 
other hand, are rough and 
contain dirt and 
excrement called 'mud.' 

Carpenter ant colonics 
revolve around the queen, 
just as other varieties of 
ants do. A mature colony 
can contain thousands of 
ants. And from those 
colonics, satellite colonics 
are formed, meaning 
infestation can occur very 
quicldy. 

Carpenter ants often 
migrate into homes from 
dead limbs or stumps on 
the outside. Otlier favorite 
outdoor nesting places 
include firewood, fence 
posts, landscaping rail- 
road tics, decks and 



porches. 

Carpenter ants build 
indoor nests in 
basements, attics, beams, 
floors, walls, doors and 
window frames, behind 
dishwashers, washing 
machines and bathtubs 
and hollow places. 

Although a home's 
cleanliness doesn't deter 
carpenter ants, there arc 
some other measures 
homeowners can take to 
discourage them. 

Store firewood away 
from the house. Don't 
bring more firewood into 
the house than you plan 
to burn Immediately. 

• Seal cracks around 
doors, windows, vents and 
the foundation. 

• Trim trees and bushes 
so they do not come in 
contact with your house. 

• Fbc leaks or moisture 
problems inside and out 

• Remove tree stumps 
and dead limbs. 

• Replace rotted wood 
on the exterior and inte- 
rior of your house. 

• Make sure outside 
doors fit tightly. 

• Place screens on win- 
dows and vents. 

• Store foodstuffs in 



scaled containers. * 

Spotting carpenter ants 
early aids in controlling 

them. Look for trails of 
worker ants in the kitchen. 
Also take note of anything 
that looks like sawdust 
kicked out during 
tunnelling. And, listen for 
them. They make a 
rustling noise when mov- 
ing around in the nest 

Treating carpenter ants 
is not easy. First, you have 
to locate the nest, which 
may be difficult Then, 
treating often requires 
some drilling to disperse 
the chemicals effectively. 

If you think carpenter 
ants are building in your 
home, it may be necessary 
to caH In a professional. 

• Be sure the company 
you contact Is reputable 
and reliable. (If you have 
doubts, call the Better 
Business Bureau). 

• Many firms offer free 
inspections. Ask about 
this service when you call. 

• Get more than one 
estimate and compare 
services. 

• Make sure the pest 
control company you 
choose guarantees their 
work.

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Home inspection important aspect of buying a house 
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A home inspection is 
one of the most Important 
considerations when one 
Is buying a home. It Is 
through a home inspec- 
tion that tlic buyer gets to 
know the condition of the 
home. Typically, a home 
buyer looks at a great 
many homes before de- 
ciding which home to 
buy. Tiie selection of a 
home is a very emotional 
process. All homes require 
maintenance, and it is 
important for home buy- 
ers to understand the state 
of repair of the house tlicy 
are buying. It becomes the 
home inspector's job to 
identify problems and 
educate the buyer. 

The typical home in- 
spection involves a criti- 
cal, close look at the gen- 
eral condition of the 
, structure from foundation 
to roof. Not only are the 
foundation and roof in- 
spected, but also the 
walls, floors, doors, win- 
dows, ceilings and the 
major mechanical sys- 
tems. The major me- 
chanical systems to be 
checked are usually air 
conditioning (both heat- 
ing and cooling), plumb- 
ing and electrical.- These 
systems are checked by 
the home inspector to see 
if they are performing 
tlicir Intended function. 



As all are visual in- 
spections, it must be un- 
derstood that the inspec- 
tor docs not have x-ray vi- 
sion to sec into and 
through things. The in- 
spection is of those things 
which can be seen. Expect 
to have the inspector say 
that things "appear in 
satisfactory condition" 
because that is what the 
inspector is saying — that 
things as observed at the 
time of the inspector's 
visit look okay. Perform- 
ing a home inspection 
can be very di^icult. The 
inspector tries to tcarn as 
much as possible for the 
buyer but must be careful 
not to damage the seller's 
home. As anyone can 
imagine, this often can be 
difficult for the inspector. 

Choosing the best 
home inspector one can 
find is very important 
many real estate offices 
have brochures available 
from several home in- 
spectors. Friends who 
have purchased homes 
can be good sources of 
referrals of home Inspec- 
tors. Others advertise in 
the telephone book or 
newspapers. 

There are at least three 
national home inspection 
trade associations to 
which the inspector may 
belong. They are the Na- 



tional Association of 
Home Inspectors, inc., 
headquartered in Min- 
neapolis, Minn.; the Soci- 
ety of Professional Real 
Estate Inspectors, Lynn- 
field, Mass.; and the 
American Society of 
Home Inspectors, Inc. in 
Arlington, Va. All of these 
associations have estab- 
lished standards to which 
the member inspectors 
must adhere. Those in- 
spectors who wish to keep 
abreast of recent trends 
tend to belong to at least 
one of these organiza- 
tions. 

Some home inspectors 
have attended formal 
home inspector training 
programs. The Home In- 
spection Institute of 
America, Inc., located in 
the Yalesvillc section of 
Wallingford offers one 
such course. The course 
and school run by the in- 
stitute are the only such 
programs in Connecticut 
approved by the Con- 
necticut Commissioner of 
Education. 

Home inspectors in 
most states are not regu- 
lated by law. More and 
more are enrolling in the 
voluntary certification 
program offered by the 
Home Inspection Institute 
of America, Inc. Those 
who are certified by the

institute have demon- 
strated that they perform 
inspection activities in 
accordance with the 
Standards and Code of 
Ethics of the Institute. 

Does the home in- 
spector provide a written 
warranty with the inspec- 
tion? At least one such 
warranty company, the 
Home Inspector's War- 
ranty Corp., headquar- 
tered in Rochester, N.Y., is 
registered in almost all 
states. Basically, their 
warranty covers the rea- 
sonable costs of repairing 
or replacing any defective 
item or condition the 
home inspector failed to 
report for up to a total 
payment of $5,000, pro- 
vided (a) the defect was in 
an item the inspector is 
required to Inspect and 
(b) such claim is made 
within 90 days after the 
inspection or 15 days after 
closing, whichever occurs 
later. 

Find out what services 
the home inspector offers 
beyond the basic inspec- 
tion. Other possible ser- 
vices may include: radon 
testing, chccldng for fri- 
able asbestos, checking 
the quality of well water, 
checlcing for water flow 
rates and pressures, and 
checlcing for wood-de- 
stroying insects 



(commonly called a ter- 
mite inspection)/ 

Officials at the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency would like to have 
every home in America 
screened for radon. 




Radon, an odorless, 
colorless gas, is a naturally 
occurring substance 
which comes out of the 
ground into many homes. 

Having a screening test 
for radon is recom- 
mended prior to the pur- 
chase of a home. The 
home inspector of your 
choice should be able to 
provide more information 
on radon. 

Well water quality 
should be another im- 
portant concern for the 



home buyer of a home 
with a well. While col- 
iform bacteria may infect 
a well, the cure is usually 
relatively simple. How- 
ever, testing for bacteria 
alone is not advisable. 
There are several other 
thing which may effect the 
quality of the water. Heavy 
metaJs and volatile or* 
ganic compounds can 
pose an equal hazard and 
should be checked. Ask 
the inspector what is In- 
cluded in the water 
analysis. 

Perhaps the last ques- 
tion to ponder is the cost 
of the inspection. The 
minimum inspection fee 
is typically between $175 
and $225. Considering the 
cost of buying a home, 
this inspection is rela- 
tively inexpensive. The 
quality of the Inspector 
and inspection should be 
the prime concern for the 
buyer. 

While no one can 
guarantee the quality of a 
home, a good home in- 
spection should give the 
home buyer solid infor- 
mation about the home. 
This information should 
enable buyers to go for- 
ward with the purchase of 
their new home with the 
confidence that they have 
a good understanding of 
the purchase.

Agine services play important role in assisting older persons 



Data from the 1990 cen- 
sus indicates that during 
the 1980's, the total Illinois 
population increased by 
less than one percent, while 
tlic 60 and over population 
increased by 8.6 percent. 
Tliis fact higiiliglits the 
growing importance of ag- 
ing services and the role 
tlicy play in assisting older 
persons to avoid institu- 
tional care. 

Now that tlic governor 
has given his budget ad- 
dress we can begin to iden- 
tify legislative concerns for 
tills session of the General 
Assembly. 

State support of 
Community Based Services, 
Home Delivered Meals, and 
the Elder Abuse program 
have been maintained in 
the budget, but the funding 
is a 2.7 percent reduction 
from the FY92 appropria- 
tion level. 

The Community Care 



Program, which provides 
chore housekeeping, 
homemaicer and adult day 
care services to older per- 
sons with limited income 
and assets, experienced 
almost a nine percent 
funding cut last year, TIic 
program will continue at 
this same funding love! in 
FY93. Tills will necessitate 
the continuation of cost 
containment efforts 
initiated during fiscal year 
1992, Including changes in 
eligibility criteria and 
reductions in service 
maximums. Your legislators 
need to know how tliese 
changes affected the 
seniors you serve. 

The Circuit Breaker's 
Pharmaceutical Assistance 
Program experienced 
changes last year. The im- 
position of the $800 annual 
cap has prove to be a hard- 
ship for many low income 
seniors needing the medi- 



cations covered'by this 
program. It is estimated 
that 30,000 seniors, or 
nearly onc-tliird of those 
on the program, will reach 
the cap prior to the end of 
their 12 month eligibility 
period. In response to 
feedback from service 
providers and seniors, a 
Senate Joint Resolution was 
passed last fall forming an 
Advisory Panel to evaluate 
and recommend changes to 
the program. 

Initial Advisory Panel 
recommendations include: 

• Total elimination of 
the $80 additional grant, 
saving $13 million. The 
grant was eliminated for 
new participants in rY92. 

• Property tax grants are 
provided to renters as well 
as homeowners. In Illinois, 
the assumed percentage of 
rent attributed to property 
tax is 30 percent. Reducing

Questions and answers about 
advance directives for health care 



When you enter a hos- 
pital or nursing home, 
you may be given 
information about 
advance directives. You 
do not need to fill out and 
sign advance directives to 
be admitted to the 
hospital or nursing home. 
If you decide you want to 
sign these documents, the 
following information 
may help you. 

Advance directives are 
papers that allow you to 
say what types of medical 
care and procedures you 
find acceptable. If you are 
some day unable to make 
medical decisions for 
yourself, other will be able 
to look at these papers to 
sec what kind of treat- 
ment you would or would 
not want. 

There are two types of 
advance directives. One is 
called a power of attorney 
for health care and the 
other is called a living 
will. 

What Is a Power of 
Attorney for Health Care? 

A power of attorney is 
a paper you sign appoint- 
ing another person to 
make health care deci- 
sions for you in the event 
you arc unable to do so. 
The person you choose 
should be someone you 
trust. If possible, you 
should talk to that person 
before you appoint them 
so they will be aware of 
your feelings about differ- 
ent types of medical 
treatment. 

What is a Living Will? 

A living will is a paper 
you sign that tells your 
doctor you do not want 
him or her to use ma- 




chines or modicaj proce- 
dures to prolong your life 
when it is clear you are 
dying. Before a living will 
takes effect, your doctor 

must determine that you 
are dying and unable to 
express your wishes. Your 
doctor still must give you 
medicine for pain, and 
must try to keep you com- 
fortable. 

You don't have to have 
a living will or health care 
power of attorney, but it is 
a good idea to have them. 
These papers speak for 
you if you can't speak for 
yourself. If you later 
change your mind about 
advance directives, you 
can make it so these doc- 
uments no longer have 
any effect. They can be re- 
voked at will. 

What happens If I 
don't have Advance 
Directives? 

Without advance di- 
rectives, someone will be 
appointed to make health 
care decisions for you if 



you lack decisional capac- 
ity and you are perma- 
nendy unconscience or if 
you have a terminal in- 
curable or irreversible 
condition. The person 
who is appointed might 
not feel the same way you 
do about different types of 
medical procedures. 

You should take some 
time to think about how 
you feel, whom you trust 
to act for you, and what 
you will tell them to do. 
Talk to your family and 
your lawyer. Fill out a liv- 
ing will or health care 
power of attorney when 
you are calm and not un- 
der stress.

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Aging — a constant that cannot be escaped 



If I was limited to oniy 
one word to use in de- 
scribing the central aspect 
of aging, tliat word would 

be LOSS. The term "aging" 
is more often applied to 
those who are no longer 
considered young. Yet we 

are all aging every mo- 
ment from birth onward. 
It is a constant that cannot 
be escaped. As we age, we 

necessarily move on from 
things associated with our 
former lives. In other 
words, we have to let go of 



some things; say good-bye 
to some things; i.e., expe- 
rience a loss in order to 
have room for something 
new. 

The longer we live, the 
more losses wc accumu- 
late. Even in the begin- 
ning of life when many 
people are moving on to 
better things, they stiU 
have to let go of familiar 
and loved relationships in 
order to have room for the 
new opportunities. In lat- 
ter life the losses arc often 
not chosen, they are in- 



curred. The losses accel- 
erate due to the aging of 
all our other relationships 
which also experience 
their own losses. In later 
life the resources in a per- 
son's life have often been 
whittled away, so that 
there is less support dur- 
ing periods of loss. The 

accumulation of losses 
over a lifetime can be 
Immense. Fate sometimes 
plays a seemingly unfair 
role, with some people 
experiencing losses far in

excess of others' losses. 

The important distinc- 
tion, however, is not how 
much loss a person 
experiences, but how the 
loss is weathered by each 
person. For some, ihe 
accumulated losses 
mount up and overwhelm 
the person, immobilizing 
functioning in other areas 
of life. The loss becomes 
like an albatross, weigh- 
ing the person dowm vwth 
each added increment. 
Some people wear their 
losses like a radiation 
badge, collecting more 
and more evidence to use 
to explain and obscure 
their fear of moving for- 
ward with their lives. Oth- 
ers experience their losses 



fully and with dignity, and 
use each painful experi- 
ence to Md. to the mean- 
ing of their lives. These 
people tend to give much 
to others in significant 
and close relationships. 

Of all the things 
that can be helpful when 
experiencing a loss, none 
is more powerful than 
talking, i.e., sharing your 
feelings with someone. 
This requires that the 
listener tmly must listen, 
not just tell you how to 
"cheer up." The word 
"therapeutic" simply 
refers to anything that is 
helpful. Any close and 
trusting relationship can 
be therapeutic Certainly 



relationships with 
therapists, ministers, 
professional counselors, 
etc, have as their focus a 
therapeutic relationship. 
However, some people 
are able to have therapeu- 
tic relationships with 
close friends, relatives, or 
marital partners. During 
and after the experience 
of a loss, it is important to 
engage in a therapeutic 
relationship with a very 
good listener. — by

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Elderly may be victims of abuse by their own family 



"A lot of the time, 
families get into an abu- 
sive situation because 
tliey love their parents 
and want to try to take 
care of them," explains - 
Gail Blake; a caseworker 
for Catholic Charities 
Division of Senior Social 
Services, as she describes 
her work with elder abuse. 

Blake's work in Senior 
Protective Services rou- 
tinely takes her into 
homes where elderly 
people are at risk. All too 
often, these senior citi- 
zens are being exploited, 
neglected or abused by 
their own families or by 
people tlicy tliought they 
could trust. 

According to Hie Illi- 
nois Dcpt. of Aging, one 
in 20 persons over the age 
of 60 arc victims of elder 
abuse. Three' quarters of 
the victims are women. 
Four in five abusers are 
relatives; most likely the 
victim's own children. 

One recent case han- 
dled through Catholic 
Charities involved a 
young couple in tlicir 30's 
with two children of their 
own. Alice had been re- 
cently widowed and 
moved in with her son 
and his family. Alice 
agreed to contribute part 
of her social security In- 
come to the household 



expenses. 

At first, it seemed to be 
a perfect arrangement. 
Alice enjoyed the time she 
spent with her grandchil- 
dren and their mother 
was able to return to her 
part-time job now that 
Alice could help care for 
the children after school. 
The family's income ben- 
efited from botli Alice's 
contribution and her 
daughter-in-law's salary. 

Things went well for 
nearly a year until Alice 
became increasingly criti- 
cal of her daughter-in- 
law's housekeeping and 
of the lax way her son dis- 
ciplined his children. Her 
son and his wife resented 
Alice's criticism but Alice 
felt she had every right to 
speak up. After all, in her 
day, elders were respected 
and she way paying her 
fair share for room and 
board. 

Her son and his family 
began to ignore Alice and 
eventually she was asked 
not to join them during 
dinner because slie pro- 
voked arguments at the 
dinner table. Her son felt 
torn between his wife and 
his mother and Alice be- 
gan to stay in her room 
more and more often. 

Things came to a head 
when one of the children 
told a teacher that "his 



mother had to keep 
Grandma in her room be- 
cause she was bad." The 
teacher contacted local 
officials who asked 
Catholic Charities to in- 
vestigate. 

Blake met with tlie 
family and said that "it 
was apparent that the love 
this family had for each 
other had somehow gone 
awry." Blake soon realized 
that the real problem was 
that Alice, who had always 
been independent, had 
no focus for her time and 
energy except her son's 
family. She encouraged 
Alice to become involved 
at a local senior's club 
which gave Alice and her 
family "breathing space," 
and Alice a new positive 
focus. 

"For many families, 
the solution is something 
we call 'respite care'" ex- 
plains Blake, "which is 
simply having someone 
else assume housekeep- 
ing or nursing duties a few 
hours a week to relieve the 
family." 

"Well-meaning family 
members can become 
frustrated and their stress 
may lead to abuse. Tradi- 
tional family roles are of- 
ten upset when parents 
move in with their adult 
children and everyone 
gets confused and ten-

slons explode, " Blake ex- 
plains. 

"It is a growing prob- 
lem," says Kathleen 
Perkins, program director 
at Catholic Ciiarities in 
Lake County. "Abuse is 
usually a symptom of 
other problems in the 
family. We know that 
caring for an older person 
who is mentally confused 
or physically incapaci- 
tated is hard and can 
quickly deplete a family's 
emotional, physical and 
financial resources. We try 
to help the family find the 
additional resources they 
need." 

Elder abuse takes 
many forms and its most 
common one is financial 
exploitation. Nearly half 
of reported elder cases in- 
volve financial misman- 
agement. An elderly rela- 
tive may be told to sign 
his/her checks over to 



someone puttmg 
him/herself at a financial 
disadvantage. A bank offi- 
cial may notice automatic 
teller machine with- 
drawals by a person who 
is bedridden. Or a legal 
guardian may simply help 
diemselves to a senior cit- 
izen's income. 

"I've had people tell 
mc that they know their 
parents are going to leave 
them money when they 
die, so they're just taking 
it now when they need it," 
says Pcrkings. 

Perhaps the most 
frightening abuse cases 
involve emotional or 
physical abuse. A family 
history of spousal or 
parental abuse can con- 
tinue for decades, finally 
becoming a case of elder 
abuse. 

"Unlike chUd abuse 
cases, we have no author- 
ity to intervene to protect 



the elderly person. We 
can help dicm under- 
stand that they have the 
right to request and re- 
ceive assistance. But, until 
they ask, we cannot help," 
explains Perkins. 

For the elderly, asking 
for that help is often diffi- 
cult because they don't 
want to admit that they 
arc victims. For many it 
means admitting that they 
cannot control their own 
lives or they are embar- 
rassed to have others 
Icnow that they are being 
victimized by their own 
relatives. 

To help identify pos- 
sible cases of cldbr abuse, 
Catholic Charities works 
with local police, fire, • 
medical and public utility 
personnel among others 
to train them to recognize 
the signs of abuse.

But Mr. M. could not help 
feeling that he had 
"abandoned" his wife, 
and 

the children were unable 
to get over the fact they 
failed their mother by 
"putting her away." 

The M. family is not 
alone. "Nursing Home" 
conjures up unhappy and 
some times terrifying im- 
ages in minds of the 
young and old. After all, 
the majority of nursing 
home news has been 
based on the negative as- 
pect of the care — it's cold, 
impersonal, neglectful 




and depicts loneliness. 
Altliough it is sad to say, 
some nursing homes can 
be described that way. 
Lake County has many 
good and even excellent 
homes. 

Most nursing home 
placements are thought 
about only after the el- 
derly person has become 
disabled. Usually this 
choice must be done 
within a matter of days. 
This alone, puts added 
stress on families.

every resident. Also un- 
derstand, communal liv- 
ing has built-in stresses 
and roommates may not 
get along. These are often 
predictable complaints in 
a nursing home. 

Nursing home place- 
ment does not mean 
permanent. Many facili- 
ties nowf send more resi- 
dent baclc into the com- 
munity v^ith referrals 
made available by the 
government and agencies 
in Lalce County, The fam- 
ily often malces the crucial 
difTcrcncc to permanent 
vs. temporary placement. 
They pick up the slack left 
by the times the agency 
vt^ould not be available to 
help, In order to keep the 
family member home. 

Most people do not 
think about the possibility 
of nursing home place- 



ment. They prefer to ig- 
nore this possible future. 
While this may spare 
themselves anxiety by not 
thinking about something 
that may never happen, it 
also makes it necessary 
for some frantic decisions 
that may produce disaster 
all around. Consider the 
odds: at some point, one 
out of every four older 
people wUl enter a nurs- 
ing home. Many will re- 
turn to their home, but 
some will remain perma- 
nently. Rushed place- 
ments allow no time to 
investigate the quality of 
care . "Who's got room for 
mom" is the only 
question asked rather 
than "what is the best 
place for mom?" "Where 
will she be happiest?" 
Deliberate and careful 
planning for placement 
has the further advantage 



of giving everyone 
involved time to prepare 
emotionally. By investi- 
gating nursing homes 
before a crisis, one will 
have the advantage of 
making a sound choice. 

Difficult as it is during 
this time, remember that 
the family's most realistic 
goal should be to hcljf 
their loved one in the di- 
rection of a reasonably 
satisfying adjustment 
and, in the process, 
achieve a reasonable 
peaceful state o f mind for 
themselves. 

Once it becomes nec- 
essary to place a loved 
one In a nursing home, 
those family members 
must face an imperfect 
situation and accept 
several other painful 
realities; the deterioration 
of a once vital person they 
(Cont.'d on page IIB)

[cty. It is surprisingly easy 
[for senior citizens to move 
[in and out of a community 
pvithout anyone noticing. 
lAfter all, they don't liave 
Ito go to school where a 
[teacher might notice their 
[absence. Even if someone 
[were to notice, few people 
|Would question being told 
lat a senior citizen was in 
[poor health. So we de- 
pend on people who are 
liicely to have regular 
contact with the elderly to 
help watch for possible 
abuse," says Blake. 

"Bank tellers, mail 
carriers, neighbors and 



other relatives have all 
contacted us to report 
possible abuse cases. Of- 
ten, their fear or frustra- 
tion reaches a point where 
victims call us themselves 
if they are able to use the 
phone," says Perkins. 

Illinois law requires 
that abuse reports be in- 
vestigated within 24 hours 
when a dangerous situa- 
tion is suspected and 
within 72 hours to one 
week for less threatening 
cases. Anyone who calls in 
good faith to report a sus- 
pected abuse is protected 
by the law and guaranteed 
confidentiality.

Resident complaints are 
investigated by the 
Ombudsman and 
referrals arc made if 
necessary. 

5.) Elder Abuse 
Focused and in-depth as- 
sisitance is available to 
abused, neglected or ex- 
ploited older persons. 
Emergency financial aid 
for food, clothing and 
shelter is immediately 
available. Legal and pro- 
tective services can be ar- 
ranged for seniors. Short 
and long term counseling 
is available to abuse vic- 
tihls and their families. 

6.) Outreach. Home 
visit to older person to as- 
sess needs and make the 
individual aware of ser- 
vices that are available to 
them. Assistance access- 
ing these services may 
also be provided. 

7.) Maplchurst Shared 
housing in remodeled 
older home in Zion, 
where residents have own 
room,- but share meals 
and common areas with 
other seniors. Meals and 
laundry (linens) provided 
by on-site manager.

Persons with Alz- 
eimcr's Disease can live 
from three to 20 years 
after the onset of symp- 
toms.

(Cont.'d from page 8B) 
love, and their own 
inability or unwillingness 
to care for that person. 

When a loved one must 
be institutionalized, it is 
not meant that death is 
eminent. Nor does it nec- 
essarily Imply rejection. 
But tlioKC feelings are 
reinforced by the elderly 
themselves. They remem- 
ber wlicu tlicy were 
young, v/hat nursing 
home placement meant. 
So a loved one says, 
"Promise me you'll never 
put me in a nursing 
home" or "No matter what 
happens, don't ever let 
your father go to one of 
those places" . 

Understand, the feel- 



ings you have when even 
thinking about placement 
In a nursing home, are 
feelings very common in 
many people. Regardless 
of tlie planning for the 
nursing home selected 
and providing some relief 
from difficiilt situations, 
this symbolizes some vast 
changes In valued rela- 
tionships with loved ones. 
Families must accept 
the fact that someone else 
will be caring" for their 
loved one. For many, It 
represents an end to the 
struggle of trying to keep 
tliat loved one home. 
They must deal with the 
guilt of being Incapable, 
or inadequate to continue 
providing for the care 
themselves. Tensions of- 



ten run high when unity 
of family is most 
desirable. As difficult as 
this is for family, 
remember, the loved one 

is experiencing losses of 
his own. Even in the best 
home, residents are 
required to surrender 
some Independence. 
They may express anger 

or guilt, and in turn, 
increase your guilt and 
anger. Understand, this 
too, is common. After all, 
you are the person who 

has unconditional love for 
them. What they cannot 
express to a stranger 
caring for them, they can 
and, most lUkcly will, 
display those feelings, 
good and bad.

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Riifey Jacobson has escaped, and she's 
anned with a philosophy that's dangerous 
to the makers of junk food and 
generously proportioned garments, 

I was locked in my cell and looldng to 
the outside world for the key, and all the 
time I had it in my own head," Ruby says. 

Rtiby's prison wasn't made of concrete 
and steel The barrier was her emotions — 
an eating disorder was the warden of her 
soul. At her most substantial, she 
weighed in at 354 pounds. 

Ruby was a thin person sentenced to 
live in a fat person's body. She didn't 
know the person who frowned at her from 
the mirror. 

"I saw something pecldng out from all 
that fat, but I didn't know what. I had no 
idea. Who was 1? Was I pretty? Did I have 
long legs? What shape was my face? I'd 
been fat all my life. And I didn't want to 
turn 40 looking and feeling like that." 

During the last five years, Ruby's - 
turned 40 and turned her life around. 
Now, she's a tliln person trying to help 
other inmates of their emotions break out. 

Ruby helps people fmd the causes of 
their eating disorders through her 
program, "Better Attitudes." The hour- 
long classes are conducted in Wauconda, 
McHenry and Harvard. 

Although she was down from her peak 
welglit, Ruby still tipped the scales at 319 
pounds in .1987. That's when she entered 
a Weight Watchers program. 

Oyer the course of the next 17 months, 
she lo^t 172 pounds. She was so 
impressed by the program, that she 
trained to be a Weight Watchers lecturer. 

She was a great lecturer and motivator 
for the program that aided and abetted 
her escape from obesity, but she felt there 
was more to be done. 

"They have a very good program. I'm 
pleased I was able to work with them — it 
was a very good training ground for me. 

"But I felt they weren't addressing the 
psychological aspects of it to the degree I 
thought it should be. 

"So, I decided to do it my way." 

Ruby's way is to tunnel down and 
examine the roots of an eating disorder. 
She talks about "the second hunger. 

'We're dealing with something bigger 
than the food issue here. We're dealing 
with emotions. Don't tell people who 
overeat that they're eating too much — 
it's a waste of time." 

"Every person who is ovenvclght has 
an eating disorder. And every person with 
an eating disorder knows there arc two 
hungers. The first is in the stomach. Tlie 
second is right here," Ruby said putting a 
hand over her heart. "How do you satisfy 
that one? That one's a little harder." 

Ruby is a firm believer that you have to 
be your own best friend. While you won't 
ridicule a friend who has a hard time 
staying on a diet, you're the first person to 
get down on yourself for any dietary 
Indiscretion. 

"Why are we so much harder on 
ourselves than we arc on anybody else? If 
your chUd were learning to ride a bike and 
fell off, would you tell him he was never 
going to learn and might as well give up? 
Of course not. You'd tell him, 'Gee, I really 
like the way you put your feet on the 
pedals, and you looked great when you 
rounded tliat curve, and if you keep at It, 
someday you're going to sit on that seat 
and put your feet on the pedals and just 
take off.' 

"When you can treat yourself like a 
best friend — when you can learn to 
satisfy the second hunger In ways that 
don't include food — when you can love 
yourself — you will evontudly climb on 



that bicycle and putyouir fdet on the ped-" 
als and take off." 

"Better Attitudes" uses the American'; 
Diabetes Association's exchange system, 
and the focus is on establishing healthy 
eating habits and enhancing self-esteem. 
Exercise is encouraged to speed up 
metabolism but only at a level safe for 
each Individual. 

Weigh-ins are optional because the 
important thing is trjdng. 

"I don't care if they gain weight, but I 
want them there. I can't help them if 
they're not there." 

Ruby's not getting rich from this 
program. It's just, $20 to join and $10 per 
week. For every l6-pound loss, a free class 
is awarded. Lifetime membership is

available to those people who complete 
the six-week stabilization program and 
remain within two pounds of goal. 

"We are the cheapest and tlie best — 
I've been told that over and over. There 
are no gimmicks — a changing In attitude 
does it" 

About 200 people have taken 
advantage of the program since Ruby 
started it two years ago. Weight-loss goals 
range from 10 to 200 pounds. 

One success story is Aaron Hickman, 
\\^o's gone from 400 to 230 pounds. 

"When he came to us, he couldn't get 
up the stairs." 

Ruby knows how brutish life can be for 
the overweight She weighed 200 pounds 
when she was 13 years old. She didn't 
have a dress big enough to wear to her 
eighth-grade graduation ceremony. 

"My mother told me I'd better get used 
to it, because high school would be worse. 
Kids can be very cruel because they don't 
understand how It feels." 

Ruby went into her parents' bathroom 
with suicide on her mind. But she only slit 
one wrist, because she remembered the 
kindness of a stranger one day while she 
was playing in front of her house. 

"A man said, 'Little girl, you have 
beautiful eyes.' No onehad eversaid I had 
a pretty anydilng. That stopped me." 

Ruby said you get it from all sides 
when you're overweight 

"Society lacks positive 

acknowledgement — we're too quick to 
criticize and too slow to praise. Ttie 
statistics say people who are 100 pounds 
overweight have a snowball's chance in 
hell of losing weight I teach my people, 
that we're not statistics." 

Eating disorders can be life- 
threatening, but society doesn't look at it 
that way. Ruby said. Most people would 
never think of offering a drink to a 
recovering alcoholic but they're only too 
happy to force-feed chocolate cake to the 
rotund. 

Ruby is in the process of winning her 
second life-threatening battle. Good 
doctors, a good diet and an even better 
attitude have forced the Inoperable 
cervical cancer diagnosed in 1991 into 
remission. 

"Better Attitudes" may expand, but 
Ruby doesn't want to shrink from her role; 
as a motivator. 

"1 really believe in what we do — It 
really works. I don't think anyone can do 
it as well as I can. What I get out of this Is 
the most fantastic thing — seeing people 
succeed." 

In case you're wondering, Ruby 
currently carries around 155 pounds on 
herS-foot-8 frame.

The original complaint said 
Churchill's Grayslake law firm represented 
the owner of land at Rtcs. 120-45 annexed 
and rezoned by Grayslake in February 
1990. The property was acquired later that 
year by the State Department of Trans- 
portation at a cost of $105,000 per acre, 
supposedly 6.3 percent more than the ap- 
praised value, for the widening of Rte. 
120 when the new Rte. 53 is builL The 
complaint says the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. acquired nearby property at 
the same time for $16,000 to $26,000 per 
acre. 

All of this happened while Churchill 
supported the new Rte. 53 through central 
Lake County and the accompanying 
widening of Rte. 120. 

An amendment to the original com- 
plaint accuses Churchill of personal in- 
volvement in land he owns near the inter- 
section of Rte. 83 and Drury Lane outside 
Grayslake. That and adjoining land was 
targeted for acquisition by the Lake 
County Preserve Dist, in 1988. What is 



known as the Rollins Savanna was even- 
tually purchased in 1990, some through 
condemnation. 

In that year Churchill introduced state 
legislation requiring a three-fourths 
majority vote for condemnation. It did not 
pass. 

Warrender said Churchill took a per- 
sonal interest in attempting to stop acqui- 
sition of his property. 

Ninety acres of the condemnation was 
dropped due to protests of Churchill and 
the adjoining Pultc Homes. The Churchill 
property now has a For Sale sign. 

Warrender is a resident of Lindenhurst 
who is pursing the case at his own ex- 
pense and time. 

Jim Grogan, chief counsel, for the 
commission, said Churchill is not now 
subject to any discipline. Most matters 
considered by the body involve profes- 
sional misconduct of lawyers, he said. He 
said such cases usually take 30 to 60 days 

to resolve. 

Warrender filed his original complaint 
two years ago. It was explained it has 
taken this long to investigate the com- 
plaint and schedule a date for Churchill to 
appear.

but The Professional Plant Growers 
Assn. whose members supply both 
indoor and outdoor blooming plants, 
offers these tips to transform your 
boring windows into showcases of 
blooming beauty with a little Ingenuity 
and a trip to the lumber yard. 

To make skinny indoor sills wide 
[cnough to hold fat plants, buy a board 
as long as your existing sill and wide 
[enou^ to accommodate your favorite 
lants so the leaves don't touch the 
indow. (This can damage plants 
[when the panes get winter cold.) Place 
[the board on top of the existing sill and 
secure it with screws. 



To support this shelf, use two 1x2" 
boards, cut at a 45-dcgrce angle at each 
end. Screw one end under the 
away-from-the-window edge of your 
new shelf; screw the other end into the 
wall. The sturdiest choice for the wall Is 
a "butterfly" toggle bolt which has . 
"wings" that open up inside the wall to 
hold it securely after it's screwed in. 
You may be able to find metal shelf 
brackets at your local hardware store 
that could substitute for these 1x2" 
board supports. 

While you're at the hardware store, 
check out the pre-fab shelving systems 
that use metal strips with holes for 
support brackets. A strip on cither side 
of your window, lets you add shelves all 
the way up for a totally plant-filled 
window. (This is a useful suggestion if 
your neighbor's garage is particularly 
ugly.) 

Plastic planter-liners, available 
from local garden centers, will increase 
the life of your window box-although 
you cai) plant directly Into the box 
itself You can also leave plants in their 
pots so you can change them easily as 
the season progresses. Take your plans 
and measurements (of both your 
window and the pots or liner) to your 
local lumber yard. 

When buying wood and hardware, 
think weatherproof Your dealer can 
help you choose woods that will last, 
such as cedar and redwood, or those 
treated for outdoor use. Ask if the wood 



preservatives used are toxic to plants. 
Using a plastic liner will reduce plants' 
exposure to this possible hazard. 

Don't forget the all-important 
drainage holes. This is especially 
Important outdoors where Mother 
Nature can dump In an extra supply of 
water when you don't really need it. 
Waterlogged roots make for sickly 
plants-rather than the blooming 
beauties you've planned for your 
window showcase. 

On the other hand, make sure 
plants get enough water, like all 
outdoor containers, window boxes can 
dry out quickly. Check the soU dally . 
and when the surface feels dry, water 
thoroughly until the water drips out of 
those drainage holes. You may be able 
to roll up self-storing screens and water 
from indoors. 

After your set-up Is complete, 
comes the fun part: choosing the 
plants. Start by evaluating the light at 
your outdoor window-box site. If it's 
sunny most of the day, you can choose 
from the wide assortment of sun-loving 
annual flowers such as geraniums, 
marigolds, petunias, verbenas and 
zinnias. If it's sunny half the day or less, 
choose from such shady favorites as 



impaticns, bcgonias,coleus, lobelias, 
pansies and torenlas. 

If you keep your window-box plants 
in their pots, you can rotate color 
throughout the season, moving from 
spring bulbs to summer annuals to 
autumn mums, cornflowers, pansies, 
snapdragons, sweet alyssum, flowering 
cabbage or kale. These frost-tolerant 
plants can thrive all winter in southern 
climates. 

Indoors, choose from a variety of 
long-lasting foliage plants as a green 
"frame" to set off the colorful flowering 
plants outside. Light is a factor for your 
Indoor garden shelf, too. Unshaded 
southern-facing windows are the 
brightest Outdoor shade from nearby 
trees-or that neighbor's garage-can 
create low_-llght windows. Many foliage 
plants are tagged according to their 
light requirements. 

You can go for color Indoors, too. 
Popular indoor flowering plants arc 
African violets, various types of begonias, 
calceolaria, chrysanthemums, cyclamen, 
episcla, cxacum, kalanchoc, Christmas 
cactus, cineraria, gloxinia and various 
spring bulb plants. Most indoor flowering 
plants prefer a bright light location.

The Perennial Plant 
Association's Plant of The 
Year for 1992 is Coreopsis 
•Moonbeam'. The 
Perennial Plant Assn. is a 
national professional as- 
sociation started in 1983. 
One of the goals of the as- 
sociation is to dissemi- 
nate information of bene- 
fit to the public regarding 
the use and care of peren- 
nials. Membership in the 
Perennial Plant Assn. in- 
cludes growers, retailers, 
educators, garden writers, 
and members of land- 
scape related industries. 
Though the plant is often 
listed as a cultivar of 
Coreopsis vcrticillata, 
some authorities feel tliat 
It may be of hybrid origin. 
The fact that this cultivar 
appears to be sterile may 
lend credence to the the- 
ory of it originating as an 
interspecific cross. We are 
not sure when the plant 
was first named or by 
whom, nor do we Icnow if 
it originated from a 
man-made 
cross/selection or as a 
naturally occurring hy- 
brid/selection. 

Despite its somcwiiat 
uncertain background, 
this cultivar stands as one 
of our most easily grown 
and longest blooming 
perennials. The foliage of 



'Moonbeam' Is divided 
into tliread-like segments 
and the combination of 
its narrow leaves and wiry 
stems Imparts a very fine 
texture to the clumps. 
Evolution of this type of 
foliage habit allows the 
plant to survive well in 
heat and drought because 
there Is very little leaf sur- 
face area from which wa- 
ter can be lost. In bloom, 
this perennial stands 18 
to 24 inches tall. The 
creamy yellow, dalsylUce 
flowers, though only 1 to 2 
inches across, arc borne 
In such profusion as to 
cover the plant and create 
quite a show in the 
landscape. This plant will 
flower throughout the 
Summer and even Into 
the fall months in some 
areas. It is nearly 
impossible to say how 
many weeks of bloom one 
can expect from 
'Moonbeam' as more 
southerly areas will get a 
longer show than 
northern locations with 
shorter growing seasons. 

Coreopsis 
'Moonbeam' is a reliable 
performer in hardiness 
zones 4 through 8. 
Gardeners In zone 3 may 
do well with the plant if it 
receives a dependable 
snow cover each winter or 




is mulched with marsh 
hay, straw or some other' 
non-packing material. 
WcU-draincd soils are key 
to longevity with this 
perennial, so heavy clays 
need to be amended with 
generous amounts of 
organic matter. 

Performance will be 
ideal on medium to 
coarse textured soils. Soil 
pH does not appear to be 
a limiting factor as long as 
it does not approach tlic 
extremes of acidity or al- 
kalinity. Fertility needs 
arc not high, conse- 
quently the plant does not 
require ambitious feeding 
programs to insure good 
performance. For the 
maximum amount of 
bloom and the most at- 
tractive growth habit, 
'Moonbeam' should be 
planted in full sun. In ar- 
eas with extremely long, 
hot, humid summers, 
planting this perennial In 
very light shade will also 



give good results. There 
do not appear to be any 
insect or disease prob- 
lems that regularly afflict 

This plant Is easily 
propagated by division or 
vegetative cuttings. As 
mentioned earlier, 
'Moonbeam' is nearly 
sterile so seed propaga- 
tion is not of importance. 
Division of the crowns, 
though not regularly re- 
quired, is easily accom- 
plished in fall or early 
spring just as the plant 
commences growth. 
Gardeners in northern ar- 
eas would be advised to 
opt for spring division In 
order to minimize the po- 
tential for winter damage 



to the plants. 
'Moonbeam' is somewhat 
like balloon flower In that 
it is slow to appear In 
spring. 

Tip cuttings are best 
rooted prior to the bloom 
period and if taken 
during that time frame 
may root well without 
being under conditions of 
high humidity. It will 
generally take about two 
weeks for these cuttings to 
root Cuttings taken later 
in the season will need to 
have their fiower buds 
removed and should be 
rooted under mist or fog 
in order to facilitate the 
process. Cuttings taken 
late In the growing season 
will not overwinter as well 
as spring rooted ones. 
Various rooting media 
can be used but select 
materials that arc sterile 
and provide good 
drainage. 

'Moonbeam' has a va- 
riety of uses in the home 
landscape but is perhaps 
most highly valued as a 



border plant. Its fine tex- 
ture contrasts effectively I 
with the bold foliages of i 
many other perennial 
and woody plants. 
Consider combining 
'Moonbeam' with some i 
the following perennials: 
Echinacea purpurea, 
Eryngium yuccifoHum, 
Geranium x oxonlanum 
'Clarldge Druce', 
Helictotrichon scmper- 
virens, Hemerocallls, 
Monarda didyma, 
Platycodon grandUIorus, 
Stachys byzantlna and 
Veronica 'Icicle*. Do not 
overlook the potential of 
'Moonbeam' as a con- 
tainer plant, including 
use In hanging baskets. 

Coreopsis 
'Moonbeam', with its 
unique foliage qualities, 
long blooming period 
and case of culture. Is a 
truly outstanding choice 
for the 1992 Plant of the 
Year. It will remain 
among the best of herba- 
ceous perennials for 
many years to come.

Containers not only let 
you enjoy plants in 
non-yard locations, they 
also give you the 
flexibility to move and 
change. If you leave 
plants in their original 
pots and just set them 
inside their decorative 



containers, they can be 
easily replaced with fresh 
substitutes. If you fill the 
planter with decorative 
mulch to cover the pot 
rims, your plants look as if 
they were planted directly 
into the container. You 
can use this mobile 
method to keep 
sun-loving plants in a 
shady area. Buy two sets of 
plants and rotate them 
every week or two, so they 
get enough sun to thrive. 
You can also rotate plants 
just for the fun of it. For 
seasonal variety try 
colorful, fragrant 
hyacinths, crocuses, 
daffodils and tulips in 
spring. Bury the pots in 
the garden where they 
shoidd bloom again at 
their normal spring 
season. Then you can 
unearth the pots and 
rotate them again.

For planters in shady 
areas, big pots of 
impaticns arc an 
impressive sight. In the 
fall, the geraniums can 
make way for mums with 
their variety of colors and 
flower forms. 

You can add another 
dimension to your planter 
by using a small, woody 
ornamental plant as the 
focal point surrounded by 
annuals-for example, a 
lush, pink azalea floating 
on a sea of white 
impatiens-or a dark, 
green yew encircled by 
red wax begonias. Ask 
your garden center about 
the hardiness of such 
shrubs. If they won't 
survive your climate's 
winters, they will have to ', 
be overwintered in a \ 
greenhouse. Did you 
know that many 
commercial ranges now 
rent out space? 

Let your imagination 
run wild with planter 
posslbilities-but don't 
forget the practical 
considerations. 
Containers have special 
water needs due to their 
limited size. First, they - 
dry out more quickly than 
garden beds. This is 



particularly true of 
porous, clay pots, hanging 
baskets, plants In full sun 
and small containers. 
Check watering needs 
daily. , 

Second, containers 
require drainage to 
prevent waterlogged 
roots. The best alternative 
is holes in the bottom of 
the container with a layer 
of burlap to keep soil 
from sifting through. 
Better than nothing is a 
layer of coarse gravel or 
broken pots at the bottom 
of the pot with burlap 
over the gravel to keep 
soil out so water can drain 
to the spaces between the 
stones. Another option is 
to place a drainage hole 
container inside a larger, 
decorative contalner-but 
make sure the inner pot is 
elevated so it doesn't sit 
In the water that has 
drained into the larger 
pot. 

When choosing plants 
for your container, 
consider the following: 

• Light -Most flowers 
are sun-lovers. If you're 
decorating a shady spot, 
try Impatiens, begonias, 
coleus, browailia, fuchsia 
or torenia. Check plant 
care tags and buy with 
your location in mind-or 
rotate containers to a 
sunny spot as suggested 
above. 

• Height- Put tall 
plants In the center of 
containers viewed from 
all sides, or the rear of 



ones viewed from one 
side only. Use shorter 
plants in the middle 
and low or trailing 
varieties at the edge. 

•Distance-One-color- 
onc-varitey planters make a 
dramatic showing even 
when viewed from afar. 
Combination plantings of 
several different varieties 
make for up-close Interest. 

When planting your 
container, follow these 
tips: 

• Use a soilless 
planting medium. 
Gairdcn soil is too heavy 
for containers and may 
carry insects and disease. 

• Water before 
planting. Mbc until the 
soil is uniformly moist 
and nilcd to about a 
half-inch of the pot rim. 

• Check watering 
needs daily. Containers 
dry faster than garden 
beds. 

• Turn planters for • 
symmetrical growth. 
Plants "lean" toward the 
light. 

Keep the sunny side from 
outgrowing the shady side 
by turning pots 
perlodicaUy . 

• Fertilize lightly but 
frequently. Use a water 
soluble plant food 
according to label 
directions. Make sure it is 
well diluted or it may 
"burn" your plants.
